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JOURNAL  OF  THE  HOUSE. 


The  one  handred  and  seventeenth  General  Court  of  the  PraiimiDmry 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  convened  at  the  State  *^'»*"**'"®"- 
Hoose  in  Boston  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  January, 
being  the  first  day  thereof,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-six,  and  of  the  Indepen- 
dence of  the  United  States  of  America  the  one  hundred 
and  twentieth.  And  the  members-elect  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  having  assembled  in  the  representatives' 
chamber,  were  called  to  order  at  eleven  o'clock  a.m.  by 
Mr.  Thomas  £.  St.  John  of  Haverhill,  the  senior  member- 
elect  present. 

By  request  of  the  presiding  officer,  prayer  was  offered 
by  the  Rev.  John  R.  Thurston  of  Northbridge,  a  member- 
elect. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Roberts  of  Chelsea,  — 

Ordered,  That  a  committee  of  eight  be.  appointed  to  SMretarvin. 
inform   the    Secretary  of  the   Commonwealth   that   the  Ho^i^i^^iwen 
House  has  been  called  to  order.  oaii«d  to  order. 

Messrs.  Roberts  of  Chelsea,  George  H.  Mellen  of 
Worcester,  Addis  of  Northampton,  Riley  of  Adams, 
Rassell  of  Salem,  Donovan  of  Cambridge,  Young  of 
Springfield  and  Flint  of  Weymouth  were  appointed  the 
committee. 

Thereapon  the  Secretary  transmitted  to  the  House  a 
list  of  all  persons  returned  as  representatives,  with  the 
original  certificates  of  their  election,  which  had  been 
returned  to  his  office,  and  it  appeared  from  said  returns 
that  there  was  no  choice  of  representative  for  the  twenty- 
second  Suffolk  Representative  District,  by  reason  of  a  tie 
vote,  and  that  a  vacancy  existed  in  said  district. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Slade  of  Fall  River,  — 

Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  call  the  roll  of  the  House,  to  Boiioau. 
aueertain  if  a  quorum  be  present. 

The  roll  was  called ;  and  two  hundred  and  thirty  mem- 
bers having  answered  to  their  names,  the  Chair  declared 
a  quorum  present. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Porter  of  North  Attleborough, — 
Ordered,  That  a  committee  of  eight  be  appointed  to  ooyemomou. 
wait  upon  Hia  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  inform  him  JfuJe hJJmT 
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that  a  quorum  of  the  House  is  assembled,  and  that  the 
members  are  ready  to  be  qualified. 

Messrs.  Porter  of  North  Attleborough,  Drury  of  Brad- 
ford, Thomas  F.  Keenan  of  Boston,  Gardner  of  Nantucket, 
Gray  of  Rockland,  Crocker  of  Barnstable,  Foss  of  Cottage 
City  and  Rogers  of  Sudbury  were  appointed  the  committee. 

Soon  afterwards  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  with  the 
Council  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  came 
in,  and  the  oaths  and  affirmations  required  by  the  Consti- 
tution and  the  laws  were  administered  by  His  Excellency 
to  the  members  present,  and  subscribed  by  them ;  after 
which  the  Governor,  the  Council  and  the  Secretary  with- 
drew.

And,  Mr.  Meyer  having  been  elected,  declaration  was 
made  accordingly,  and  the  Speaker  was  conducted  to  the 
chair  by  a  committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  Lowell  of 
Boston  and  Moriarty  of  Worcester,  and  spoke  as  follows  : — 

Gentlemen: — This  is  the  third  year  that  you  have 
honored  me  with  the  election  as  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Representatives. 

I  can  assure  you  I  fully  appreciate  the  compliment, 
and  will  endeavor  in  every  way,  to  the  best  of  my 
ability,  to  show  myself  worthy  of  the  confidence  you 
have  placed  in  me  by  a  conscientious  purpose  of  main- 
taining fairness  and  impartiality  in  the  performance  of 
the  duties  of  the  office. 
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We  are  assembliog  on  the  first  day  of  the  new  year. 
Matters  of  great  importance  are  liable  to  arise  this  year, 
affecting  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  our  cities  and 
tovns,  which  should  be  considered  in  a  broad  and  com- 
prehensive manner. 

Biennial  election,  which  passed  both  branches  of  the 
L^islature  by  an  overwhelming  majority,  requires  again 
to  be  acted  apon  favorably  in  order  that  the  question  may 
be  submitted  to  the  people  for  their  approval  or  disap- 
proval. It  would  seem  most  desirable  that  the  people 
of  the  Commonwealth  should  have  an  opportunity  to 
express  their  will. 

After  an  experience  of  four  years  I  would  take  this 
opportunity  of  making  certain  suggestions  in  the  way 
of  committee  changes  to  the  committee  on  Rules,  they, 
in  tarn,  to  report  to  the  House  should  these  changes  meet 
with  their  approval. 

Ooe  of  the  most  difficult  problems  that  the  science  of 
finance  has  to  do  with  is  the  subject  of  taxation.  As  the 
expenditures  of  the  State  are  met  by  taxation,  it  would 
be  natural  and  advisable  that  the  duties  of  the  committees 
on  Finance  and  Taxation  be  performed  by  a  single  new 
committee,  to  be  known  as  the  committee  of  Ways  and 
Means,  and  that  members  serving  on  that  committee 
give  their  entire  time  and  attention  to  it.  The  uniform 
policy  of  having  members  serve  on  but  one  important 
committee  would  tend  to  bring  about  beneficial  results, 
with  more  regular  and  faithful  attendance  at  committee 
meetings. 

Last  year  the  committees  spent  in  travelling,  during 
the  session,  over  $6,700.  Travel  beyond  the  limits  of 
the  Comnion wealth  should  not  be  countenanced.  It 
delays  legislation,  demoralizes  our  own  labors,  estab- 
lishing an  unwise  custom,  which  it  would  be  well  for 
this  Legislature  to  discontinue.  Our  duties  are  chiefly 
within  the  walls  of  the  building,  and,  in  order  that  they 
may  be  properly  performed,  our  constant  attendance,  as 
well  as  our  best  thought,  is  absolutely  necessary. 

From  an  examination  of  the  Blue  Books  of  late  years 
it  would  appear  that  a  more  rigid  enforcement  is  required 
of  Joint  Rule  7;  viz.,  whenever,  upon  application  for 
an  act  of  incorporation  or  other  legislation,  the  purpose 
for  which  such  legislation  is  sought  can  be  secured  with- 
out detriment  to  the  public  interest,  by  a  general  law  or 
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under  existing  laws,  the  committee  to  which  the  matter 
is  referred  shall  report  such  general  law,  or  leave  to  with- 
draw, or  ought  not  to  pass. 

Our  present  method  of  taxation  will  not  bear  com- 
parison with  results  obtained  under  the  system  of  taxa- 
tion in  either  New  York  State  or  Pennsylvania.  Our 
tax  laws  should  be  radically  reformed,  in  order  that 
business,  commerce,  manufactures  and  the  general  wel- 
fare of  our  people  may  be  increased. 

In  all  instances  let  our  actions  be  deliberate,  our  minds 
unbiassed  and  as  free  from  preconceived  ideas  as  possible. 
Jealous  of  the  dignity  of  this  body,  for  which  it  has  been 
renowned  for  over  a  century,  let  us  bear  in  mind  the 
words  of  Blackstone,  that  ''  in  all  matters  of  government 
equity  is  desirable."

river  8;:$  the  cities  of  Springfield  or  of  Holyoke  in  said 
Commonwealth,  for  the  following  reasons :  — 

First,  because  the  re-establishing  of  navigation  on  the 
Connecticut  River  will  restore  to  said  river  the  shipping 
industry  that  formerly  made  up  a  large  part  of  the  busi- 
ness of  Springfield. 

Second,  because  the  Connecticut  River  is  the  largest 
and  most  important  river  in  New  England. 

Third,  because  navigation  on  the  Connecticut  River 
would  enable  the  general  government  to  reach  by  water 
her  arsenal  and  United  States  armory  at  Springfield. 

Fourth,  because  by  the  opening  of  navigation  on  said 
river  the  general  government  would  save  thousands  of 
dollars  annually  in  freight  charges. 

Fifth,  because  by  making  such  rivers  navigable,  mill- 
ions of  dollars  would  be  saved  in  freight  charges  to  the 
people  living  along  its  banks. 

Sixth,  because  it  would  benefit  a  territory  populated 
by  more  than  five  hundred  thousand  inhabitants. 

Seventh,  because  it  would  advance  the  prosperity  of  a 
section  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  that  is 
increasing  in  population  with  marked  rapidity. 

Eighth,  because  by  removing  the  present  obstructions 
that  imp^e  navigation,  as  well  as  the  natural  flow  of  the 
river,  the  health  of  the  people  living  along  its  borders 
would  be  less  liable  to  the  dangers  of  malaria,  resulting 
from  the  overflow  of  the  said  river,  in  the  spring  of  the 
year,  caused  by  said  obstructions. 

Ninth,  because  by  making  said  river  navigable,  it  would 
again  furnish  an  inexhaustible  suppl}'  of  shad  and  other 
migratory  fish,  which  formerly  contributed  to  the  yield 
of  food  for  the  inhabitants,  and  which  are  now  totally 
ui  known  in  its  waters  on  account  of  said  impediments  to 
navigation;  and 

Tenth,  because,  said  Connecticut  River  being  a  natural 
water  highway,  the  people's  rights  to  its  use  as  such 
should  not  only  be  protected,   but   such  improvements 
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should  be  made  as  would  make  more  valuable  their  inher- 
ent rights  to  such  a  highway. 

Resolved^  That  our  Commonwealth  cannot  be  true  to 
herself  if  she  remains  silent  or  inactive  when  her  rights 
are  encroached  upon  by  acts  within  or  without  her  bor- 
ders. 

Resolved  y  That  the  people  of  this  Commonwealth  have 
just  cause  of  complaint  on  account  of  the  existing  im- 
pediments to  navigation  on  the  Connecticut  River,  inas- 
much as  said  river  is  a  navigable  body  of  water  in  law  as 
it  would  be  in  fact,  were  it  not  for  the  artificial  obstruc- 
tions placed  in  the  way  of  such  navigation. 

Resolvedy  That  the  inactivity  of  our  Commonwealth  in 
protecting  the  inherent  rights  of  her  citizens  in  the  great 
water  highway  which  she  has  recently  taken  under  her 
protection  is  a  manifest  injustice  to  those  citizens  who 
would  save  millions  of  dollars  by  the  opening  of  said 
river  to  navigation. 

Resolved^  That  His  Excellency  the  Governor  be  re- 
quested to  forward  a  copy  of  these  resolves  to  our  sensr 
tors  and  representatives  in  Congress,  requesting  them  to 
use  their  best  endeavors  to  urge  upon  Congress  the  im- 
portance and  justice  of  re-opening  the  Connecticut  Kiver 
to  navigation  as  far  up  as  the  cities  of  Springfield  and 
Holyoke.

*•  providing  the  means  for  the  carrying  out  the  authority 
hereby  granted,"  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  words 
**  meeting  expenses  incurred  under  this  act." 

Also  strike  out  section  six  and  insert  in  place  thereof 
the  following :  — 

^*  Section  6.  All  stock  and  bonds  authorized  by  this 
act  shall  be  issued  and  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  all  general  laws  relative  to  the  issue  of  stock 
and  bonds  by  street  railway  companies." 

The  amendments  were  severally  adopted,  and  the  bill, 
as  amended,  was  passed  to  be  engrosssd  and  sent  ap  for 
concurrence. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Public  Service,  leave 
to  withdraw,  on'  the  petition  (with  accompanying  bill.

Be  it  liesolvedy  That  the  Senators  and  Representatives 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  in  General  Court 
assembled,  believe  in  the  justice  and  equity  of  House  Bill 
No.  306,  to  those  that  served  our  government  as  prisoners 
of  war  during  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  and  request  the 
Senators  and  Representatives  from  this  Commonwealth  in 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States  to  use  their  influence  in 
fevor  of  the  passage  of  said  bill. 

Resolved,  That  copies  of  these  resolutions,  properly 
attested,  be  transmitted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth to  the  presiding  officers  of  both  branches  of  Con- 
gress and  also  to  the  Senators  and  Representatives  in 
Congress  from  this  Commonwealth.

And  finally,  we  wish  it 
were  in  our  power  to  waft  a  breath  of  healing  or  of 
comfort  to  the  distinguished  sufferer,  and  with  some  mis- 
givings for  the  exactions  that  the  people  have  increas- 
ingly made  upon  their  Governors  in  recent  years,  we 
promise  that  if  he  is  providentially  permitted  to  resume 
bis  useful  and  illustrious  career,  there  will  hereafter  be 
greater  consideration  for  his  power  of  endurance,  for  his 
physical  comfort  and  his  mental  rest.

Lowell  this  fifth  day  of  March  at  12.30  a.m.     It  is  with  ExMitonoy 
a  profound  sense  of  personal  sorrow  that  I  make  this  oiMBbaise. 
official  announcement  to  your  honorable  bodies. 

Not  for  seventy-one  years  has  the  Commonwealth  been 
called  to  mourn  the  death  of  her  supreme  executive  magis- 
trate during  his  term  of  office.  The  grief  which  her  loyal 
citizens  would  ever  feel  at  the  untimely  death  of  one  in 
high  office  is  increased  by  their  appreciation  of  the  ability, 
fidelity  and  courage  which  Governor  Greenhalge  has  dis- 
played in  the  performance  of  his  laborious  and  responsi- 
ble duties.  His  devotion  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
Commonwealth  has  been  conscientious  and  unremitting. 
He  has  not  sf^ared  time  or  strength  in  her  service. 

By  his  manly  independence  of  thought  and  speech,  by 
his  high  sense  of  loyalty  and  patriotism,  and  by  his 
kindliness  of  nature,  he  has  endeared  himself  to  all  her 
citizens.  His  memory  is  safe  in  their  keeping.  His 
name  will  find  permanent  place  on  the  roll  of  those  who 
have  faithfully  and  ably  served  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts. 

Your  honorable  bodies  will  doubtless  take  such  action 
as  may  seem  to  you  befitting  this  solemn  occasion,  and  I

The 
terms  of  office  of  the  members  first  appointed  shall  com- 
mence at  the  date  of  their  appointment,  and  shall  be 
arranged  so  as  to  expire  at  the  end  of  one,  two,  three  and 
four  years  from  the  first  Monday  in  June  in  the  present 
year,  the  term  of  office  to  be  stated  in  their  respective 
commissions.  Members  of  said  board  shall  hold  their 
offices  until  their  respective  successors  are  appointed. 
Any  member  of  said  board  may  be  removed  for  cause  .by 
the  mayor,  after  charges  preferred,  reasonable  notice 
thereof  to  the  accused  and  a  hearing  thereon ;  and  the 
mayor  shall,  in  the  order  of  the  removal,  state  his  reasons 
for   his   action.

In  case  any  member  of  said  board 
shall  cease  to  be  a  resident  of  said  city,  or  shall  become 
unable  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  or  die,  or  re- 
sign, or  be  removed  by  the  mayor,  there  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  a  vacancy  in  said  board,  and  the  vacancy  thus  caused 
shall  be  filled  by  the  mayor  for  the  unexpired  portion  of 
the  term,  in  the  manner  herein  provided  for  an  original 
appointment."

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representalives. 

I  have  the  honor  to  call  to  your  attention  the  fact  that 
by  chapter  109  of  the  Resolves  of  1893  a  sum  of  money 
was  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  of  that  year  to  be 
expended  oy  the  Governor  and  Council  in  providing  a 
suitable  and  appropriate  gift  to  the  government  of  the 
United  States  to  be  placed  in  the  battleship  '*  Massachu- 
setts," in  recognition  of  the  honor  paid  the  Commonwealth 
in  the  selection  of  the  name  of  said  battleship.  Owing  to 
the  length  of  time  requisite  to  the  construction  of  a  vessel 
of  this  class  it  was  not  found  possible  to  take  any  action 
under  this  resolve  before  the  close  of  the  year  1894,  when 
the  sum  so  appropriated  reverted,  under  Public  Statutes, 
chapter  16,  section  30,  to  the  general  treasury,  and  cannot 
be  paid  out  except  upon  a  new  appropriation. 

The  battleship  which  is  to  bear  the  name  of  this  Com- 
monwealth will  shortly  be  completed,  and  I  deem  it  my 
duty  to  present  these  facts  to  your  consideration,  with  the 
recommendation  that  such  action  be  taken  as  shall  carry 
out  the  intent  of  the  resolve  of  1893  and  shall  seem  to  you 
befitting  the  dignity  of  the  Commonwealth.

Such  proportional  parts  shall  bi3 
based  upon  the  estimated  average  cost  of  all  the  sewers 
composing  said  system,  and  shall  be  assessed  by  a  fixed 
uniform  rate  according  to  the  frontage  of  such  estate  on 
any  street  or  way  in  which  a  sewer  is  constructed,  or 
according  to  the  area  of  such  estate  within  a  fixed  depth 
from  such  street  or  way,  or  according  to  both  frontage 
and  area;  and  every  such  owner  shall,  within  three 
months  after  written  notice  of  such  assessment  served  on 
him  or  on  the  occupants  of  his  estate,  or  sent  by  mail  to 
the  last  address  of  said  owner  known  to  said  commis- 
sioners, pay  the  sum  so  assessed  to  the  collector  of  taxes 
of  said  city  :  provided^  that  said  board  shall,  on  the  writ> 
ten  request  of  any  such  owner  made  within  said  three 
months,  apportion  such  assessment  into  such  number  of 
equal  parts  or  instalments,  not  exceeding  five,  as  said 
owner  shall  state  in  such  request;  and  said  board  shall 
certify  such  apportionment  to  the  assessors  of  said  city, 
and  one  of  said  parts  or  instalments,  with  interest  from 
the  date  of  said  apportionment  at  the  rate  of  five  per 
cent,  per  annum,  shall  be  added  by  the  assessors  to 
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the  annual  tax  on  such  estates  for  each  year  next  ensuing 
until  all  said  parts  have  been  so  added  and  paid,  unless 
sooner  paid  as  hereinafter  provided;  and,  provided^

Relative  to  the  standard  weights,  measures  and  bal- 
ances of  the  Commonwealth  (House,  No.  1103)  (its  title 
having  been  changed  by  the  committee  on  Bills  in  the 
Third  Reading)  ; 

Were  severally  read  a  third  time,  passed  to  be  engrossed 
and  sent  up  for  concurrence.

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The  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  reported 
recommending  that  the  bill  be  amended  by  adding  at  the 
end  of  section  1  the  following: —  ^*  so  that  the  section, 
as  amended,  will  read  as  follows  :  — 

*^  Section  7.  The  proviso  contained  in  the  last  twelve 
lines  of  section  one  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  forty  of 
the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight  is 
hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  is  substituted  there- 
for: provided^  that  in  towns  having  an  increased  resi- 
dent population  during  the  summer  months  the  selectmen 
may,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  in  any  year, 
apply  to  the  chief  of  the  bureau  of  statistics  of  labor  to 
have  an  enumeration  made  of  the  temporary  or  summer 
residents  of  such  towns.  The  said  chief  upon  being  thus 
requested  shall  proceed  to  make  such  enumeration,  from 
the  twenty-third  to  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  June  next 
following,  under  such  rules  as  he  shall  establish.  No  per- 
son who  has  not  been  a  resident  of  such  town  for  a  period 
of  at  least  three  days  preceding  the  enumeration  shall  be 
regarded  as  a  temporary  or  summer  resident  thereof.  The 
chief  of  the  bureau  of  statistics  of  labor  is  authorized  to 
employ  for  this  temporary  service  such  number  of  persons 
as  may  be  necessary,  who  shall  in  all  cases  be  residents  of 
the  town,  if  suitable  and  competent  persons  can  be  found. 
If  not,  then  said  chief  may  employ  non-residents.  The 
said  chief  shall  report  the  total  number  of  such  temporary 
or  summer  residents  to  the  selectmen  of  the  town  on  or 
before  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  June  aforesaid.  All  ex- 
penses incurred  in  making  this  special  enumeration  of  the 
inhabitants  of  any  town  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  state 
treasury.  The  state  treasurer  shall  thereupon  issue  his 
warrant,  as  provided  in  section  thirty-one  of  chapter 
eleven  of  the  Public  Statutes,  requiring  the  assessors  of 
such  town  to  assess  a  tax  to  the  amount  of  the  expenses 
incurred  in  making  this  special  enumeration,  and  the  sum 
shall  be  collected  and  paid  over  to  the  state  treasurer  in 
the  same  manner  that  other  state  taxes  are  levied  and 
paid.  The  selectmen  may,  during  the  month  of  April, 
receive  applications  for  such  licenses  and  investigate  and 
publish  the  same;  and  may  grant  one  such  license  for 
each  five  hundred  of  such  temporary  resident  population, 
not  including  the  permanent  inhabitants  of  such  town,  as 
ascertained  by  the  special  enumeration  made  in  the  year 
next  preceding,  and  if  no  such  special  enumeration  was  made 
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in  the  year  next  preceding,  then  one  such  special  license 
may  be  granted  for  each  five  hundred  of  such  temporary 
resident  population  as  ascertained  by  the  last  preceding 
special  enumeration,  to  take  eflFect  on  the  first  day  of 
June  and  to  expire  on  the  first  day  of  October  next  fol- 
lowing, but  no  such  licenses  shall  be  granted  unless  the 
town  at  its  last  annual  town  meeting  has  voted  *  Yes,'  in 
answer  to  the  question,  *  Shall  licenses  for  the  sale  of  in- 
toxicating liquor  be  granted  in  this  town  ?  *  provided^  fur- 
titer ^  that  no  such  special  enumeration  shall  be  made  and 
no  such  special  licenses  shall  be  granted  in  towns  having 
more  than  five  thousand  permanent  residents,  as  ascer- 
tained by  the  last  preceding  state  or  national  census.'' 

Mr.  Newcomb  of  Quincy  moved  to  amend  by  striking 
out  the  following  words,  previously  added  at  the  end  of 
the  bill:  *'and  striking  out  the  word  *July'  in  the 
fortieth  line  and  inserting  in  its  place  the  word  *  June.'" 

The  amendments  were  severally  adopted,  and  the  bill, 
as  amended,  was  passed  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  up  for 
concurrence.

Such  investigation  shall  be  begun  within  two 
days,  not  including  the  Lord's  day,  of  the  occurrence  of 
such  fire,  and  the  fire  marshal  shall  have  the  right  to  super- 
vise and  direct  such  investigatiAi  whenever  he  deems  it 
expedient  or  necessaiy.  The  board  making  investigation 
of  fires  occurring  in  cities  and  towns  other  than  the  city  of 
Boston  may  forthwith  notify  said  fire  marshal,  and  shall, 
within  one  week  of  the  occurrence  of  the  fire,  furnish  to 
the  said  fire  marshal  a  written  statement  of  all  the  facts 
relating  to  the  cause  and  origin  of  the  fire,  the  kind,  value 
and  ownership  of  the  property  destroyed,  and  such  other 
information  as  may  be  called  for  by  the  blanks  provided 
by  the  said  fire  marshal.  The  fire  marshal  shall  keep  in 
his  oflSce  a  record  of  all  fires  occurring  in  the  Com- 
monwealth, together  with  all  facts,  statistics  and  circum- 
stances, including  the  origin  of  the  fires,  which  may  be 
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determined  by  the  investigations  provided  for  by  this  act ; 
such  record  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  public  inspectioD, 
and  such  portions  of  it  as  the  insurance  commissioner  may 
deem  necessary  shall  be  transcribed  and  forwarded  to  him 
within  fifteen  days  from  the  first  day  of  January." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill,  as  amended, 
was  passed  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  up  for  concurrence. 

The  Bill  authorizing  mutual  fire  insurance  companies  to 
issue  policies  jointly  (House,  No.  574)  was  rejected,  as 
recommended  by  the  committee  on  Insurance,  and  notice 
was  sent  to  the  Senate.

Whereas^  The  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  in  General  Court 
assembled  have  learned  with  profound  sorrow  of  the 
death  of  his  late  Excellency  Frederic  T.  Greenhalge,  the 
honored  and  beloved  Governor  of  this  Commonwealth ; 

Resolved^  That  in  his  death  the  Commonwealth  loses  an 
able  and  devoted  Governor,  the  people  of  the  State  a 
tried  and  loyal  friend  and  the  nation  a  high-minded  and 
patriotic  citizen.  Having  no  advantages  of  fortune  or  of 
birth,  this  son  of  the  people,  by  the  force  of  his  ability 
and  woi-th,  rose  to  fill  high  public  stations  and  to  rend^er 
conspicuous  services  to  the  Commonwealth  which  he  loved 
and  which  honored  him.  Treading  with  cheerful  steps 
the  hard  road  of  duty,  he  attained  high  success  in  his 
chosen  fields  of  usefulness  and  showed  once  more  the 
possibilities  that,  under  our  free  institutions,  lie  before 
him  who  has  the  heart  and  strength  to  make  the  battle. 

His  career  is  alike  an  inspiration  and  an  example  to 
every  ambitious  youth  and  to  every  man  in  public  life. 
It  bids  the  youth  aspire  and  fit  himself  to  deserve  saccess. 
It  calls  upon  him  who  would  win  lasting  approval  in  pub- 
lic affairs  to  cease  time-serving,  and  to  serve  the  State  as 
his  sense  of  duty  bids;    to  cast  aside  timidity  and  be 
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brave ;  to  rise  above  the  small  expediency  of  the  hour  and 
stand  for  principle  and  conviction ;  to  heed  not  the  clamor 
of  the  day,  but  to  follow  the  call  of  duty.  Animated  by 
such  a  spirit,  he  whom  we  mourn  served  well  his  State, 
his  country  and  his  age,  and  leaves  for  his  family,  his 
friends  and  his  fellow  citizens  a  proud  record  and  an 
honored  and  inspiring  memory ; 

Resolved^  That  these  resolutions  be  entered  on  the 
journals  of  the  two  Houses  and  that  an  engrossed  copy 
of  the  same  be  sent  to  the  bereaved  family,  to  whom,  in 
their  deep  affliction,  the  sincere  sympathy  of  the  Senate 
and  the  House  and  of  the  people  of  the  entire  Common- 
wealth is  respectfully  tendered.

At  twenty  minutes  past  two  o'clock,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
McCarthy,  it  was  voted  that  debate  be  closed  in  thirty 
minutes,  unless  a  vote  should  be  sooner  reached.

The  amendment  moved  by  Mr.  Gallivan  was  rejected 
by  a  vote  of  19  to  71. 

The  House  refused  to  substitute  the  bill  moved  by  Mr. 
McCarthy  by  a  vote  of  57  to  87. 
Point  of  ordw.       Mr.  Maxwell  of  Boston  raised  the  point  of  order  that 
the  bill  was  broader  in  its  scope  than  the  petition  con- 
sidered by  the  committee. 

The  Speaker  ruled  as  follows :  *'  The  petition  upon 
which  the  bill  was  reported  reads  as  follows :  <  The 
undersigned,  citizen  of  Boston,  respectfully  petitions  for 
the  passage  of  the  accompanying  bill.'  The  bill  accom- 
panying the  petition  is  known  as  Senate,  No.  45.  The 
bill  reported  by  the  committee.  House,  No.  1147,  appears 
to  be  a  new  draft  of  Senate,  No.  45,  and  contains  an 
additional  section,  which  refers  to  the  nomination  of 
candidates  for  the  board  of  aldermen,  and  is  therefore 
beyond  the  scope  of  the  bill  accompanying  the  petition, 
which  contains  no  provision  for  the  nomination  of  candi- 
dates, and  therefore  the  point  of  order  is  well  taken." 

Mr.  Creed  of  Boston  moved  that  the  5th  joint  rule 
be  suspended,  which  motion  prevailed,  and  on  further 
motion  of  the  same  gentleman,  the  bill  was  recommitted 
to  the  committee  on  Metropolitan  Affairs  and  sent  up  for 
concurrence. 

The  Bill  to  provide  that  the  law  allowing  objection  to 
the  granting  of  liquor  licenses  to  be  made  by  persons 
owning  property  within  twenty-five  feet  of  the  premises 
to  be  licensed  shall  not  apply  to  the  city  of  Boston 
(House,  No.  587)  was  considered,  the  question  being  on 
its  rejection,  as  recommended  by  the  committee  on  the 
Liquor  Law.  After  debate,  the  previous  question  having 
been  ordered,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Fillmore  of  Cambridge, 
the  bill  was  rejected,  as  recommended  by  the  committee, 
by  a  vote  of  78  to  25. 

Mr.  Gallivan  of  Boston  raised  the  point  of  order  that 
a  quorum  was  not  present  and  voting.  A  count  of  the 
House  showed  that  114  members  were  present. 
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Oo  motion  of  Mr.  Myers  of  Cambridge,  the  Sergeant- 
at-Arms  was  instructed  to  secure  the  attendance  of  a 
quorum.  On  the  appearance  of  a  quorum  the  bill  was 
rejected  by  a  vote  of  81  to  30,  and  notice  was  sent  to  the 
Senate.

Mr.  Manchester  of  Winchester,  pending  the  amendment 
moved  by  Mr.  Flint  of  Weymouth,  and  pending  the  main 
question  on  ordering  the  bill  to  a  third  reading. 

The  Bill  to  authorize  the  purchase  of  street  railways  and 
the  consolidation  of  street  railway  companies  in  certain 
cases  (House,  No.  499)  was  postponed  for  further  con- 
sideration until  Tuesday,  April  21,  to  be  placed  fourth  in 
the  orders  of  the  day,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Gallivan  of  Bos- 
ton, pending  the  amendment  moved  by  Mr.  Flint  of 
Weymouth,  and  pending  the  main  question  on  ordering 
the  bill  to  a  third  reading. 

The  Bill  to  prevent  the  further  increase  in  the  number 
of  service  pensioners  (House,  No.  150)  was  ordered  to  a 
third  reading. 

The  Bill  making  appropriations  for  expenses  in  con- 
nection with  enforcing  the  laws  regulating  pharmacists 
and  granting  licenses  to  druggists  to  sell  intoxicating 
liquors  (House,  No.  384)  was  considered,  the  question 
being  on  passing  it  to  be  engrossed.

Resolvedy  That  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  in  general 
court  assembled,  have  seen  with  profound  gratification  that 
the  action  of  the  United  States  is  about  to  secure  a 
settlement  of  the  controversy  between  Great  Britain  and 
Venezuela  which  is  honorable  to  both  nations,  will  estab- 
lish the  principle  of  arbitration  in  international  disputes, 
and,  by  enforcing  the  Monroe  doctrine,  which  should  be 
firmly  sustained  by  the  United  States  wherever  it  justly 
applies,  will  protect  the  smaller  American  governments 
from  the  dan<i^er  of  European  aggression. 

Resolved^  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions,  properly 
attested,  be  transmitted  by  the  secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth to  each  of  our  senators  and  representatives  in 
congress.

Message  from  the  Lieutenant-Governor, 

The  following  message  was  received  from  His  Honor 
the  Lieutenant-Grovernor,  acting  Governor :  — 

Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
ExEOVTiTB  Department,  Boston,  April  27,  1896. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives, 

I  return  herewith,  to  the  branch  of  the  Legislature  in  vetomesMge 
which  it  originated,  a  bill  entitled  *<  An  Act  relative  to  LUutenant- 
the  protection  of  lobsters,"  together  with  my  objections  SblSSI!'*"" 
thereto  in  writing. 

This  act  lessens  the  protection  which  our  statutory  law 
for  twenty-two  years  has  afforded,  by  reducing  the  size  at 
which  lobsters  may  be  taken  and  sold  from  10^  to  9 
inches.  It  does  not  require  proof  by  statistics,  but  is  a 
fact  of  common  observation  that  during  this  period  the 
average  size  of  lobsters  placed  on  the  market  for  sale  has 
diminished,  while  the  price  has  advanced.  This  shows 
that  under  the  conditions  that  have  existed,  the  supply  of 
this  important  food  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  increasing 
demand. 

If  it  could  be  shown  that  the  proposed  legislation  would 
prove  of  more  than  temporary  benefit  to  those  immediately 
occupied  in  this  fishery,  and  that  this  benefit  would  not  be 
off-set  by  injury  to  the  great  body  of  our  people,  it  would, 
deserve  and  would  receive  Executive  approval.  But 
from  the  most  careful  examination  which  I  have  been  able 
to  give  to  this  matter  I  am  satisfied  that  this  is  not  the 
case. 

There  is  no  unanimity  in  favor  of  this  legislation  even 
among  those  actually  engaged  in  the  industry.  Not  only 
from  dealers  in  lobsters,  but  from  numerous  lobster  fisher-

men  as  well  have  come  earnest  protests  against  the  change. 
Improvident  and  illegal  methods  employed  by  those  be- 
yond the  jurisdiction  of  this  Commonwealth  have  doubtless 
helped  to  make  more  difficult  the  livelihood  of  our  citizens 
engaged  in  this  fishery  ;  and  in  certain  localities  the  condi- 
tion of  those  who  yield  a  ready  obedience  to  the  law, 
which  in  any  Massachusetts  community  must  always  con- 
stitute the  great  majority,  is  without  doubt  one  of  dimin- 
ishing profit  and  increasing  hardship. 

But  the  Executive  must  look  to  the  effect  of  proposed 
legislation  upon  the  people  of  the  whole  Commonwealth, 
and  believing  that  the  effect  of  this  bill,  if  enacted,  even 
if  temporarily  beneficial  to  a  part  of  the  population  of 
the  State,  must  be  finally  a  detriment  to  all,  I  am  unable, 
in  the  performance  of  the  duty  imposed  upon  me  by  the 
Constitution,  to  approve  it.

1176)  (its  title  having  been  changed  by  the  committee  on 
Bills  in  the  Third  Reading)  was  read  a  third  time,  passed 
to  be  engrossed  and  sent  up  for  concurrence. 

The  Bill  to  incorporate  the  Dorchester  Woman's  Club 
House  Association  (Senate,  No.  208)  was  read  a  third 
time,  and  was  passed  to  be  engrossed,  in  concurrence. 

The  Bill  to  require  insurance  agents  to  make  certain  re- 
ports as  to  the  amount  of  business  transacted  by  them 
(House,  No.  1028),  being  the  unfinished  business  of 
yesterday,  was  further  considered,  the  question  being  on 
ordering  it  to  a  third  reading.  After  debate,  the  previous 
question  having  been  ordered,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Mayo  of 
Medford,  the  House  refused  to  substitute  the  bill  moved 
by  Mr.  George  of  Haverhill,  by  a  vote  of  30  to  40.

Pending  the  question  on  passing  the  bill  to  be  engrossed,

The  amendments  were  severally  adopted,  and  the  bill, 
as  amended,  was  passed  to  be  engrossed,  in  concurrence, 
and  sent  up  for  concurrence  in  the  amendments. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Labor,  leave  to  with- 
draw, on  thepetition  (with  accompanying  bill.  House, 
No.  809)  of  DC  D.  Kourke  for  legislation  relative  to  the 
wages  to  be  paid  by  contractors  employing  laborers  upon 
public  work,  was  considered. 

Mr.  Rourke  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  by  the  substitu- 
tion of  a  **Bill  relative  to  the  wages  to  be  paid  by  con- 
tractors employing  laborers  upon  public  works"  (House, 
No.  809). 

Pending  the  amendment,  Mr.  Rourke  moved  that  the 
report  be  postponed  for  further  consideration  until  to- 
morrow, to  be  placed  fifth  in  the  orders  of  the  day,  which 
motion  was  lost. 

The  House  refused  to  substitute  the  bill  by  a  vote  of 
32  to  37.  Mr.  Rourke  raised  the  point  of  order  that  a 
quorum  was  not  present  and  voting.  A  count  of  the 
House  showed  that  121  members  were  present.  The 
report  was  then  accepted  and  sent  up  for  concurrence. 

The  Bill  to  incorporate  the  Massachusetts  Pipe  Line 
Company  (House,  No.  1225)  was  read  a  second  time,  and 
pending  the  question  on  ordering  it  to  a  third  reading,  it 
was  postponed  for  consideration  until  Tuesday,  May  5, 
to  be  placed  second  in  the  orders  of  the  day,  on  motion 
of  Mr.  Dickinson  of  Cambridge. 

The  Resolve  providing  for  the  purchase  of  additional 
property  for  the  Lyman  School  for  Boys  at  Westborough 
(House,  No.  1187)  was  read  a  second  time,  and  after 
debate,  pending  the  question  on  ordering  the  resolve  to  a 
third  reading,  the  House,

Opinion  of  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court. 

The  following  opinion  was  received  from  the  justices  of 
the  Supreme  Judicial  Couit :  — 

To  the  Honorable  Hotue  of  Representatives  of  the  CommonweaUh  of 
Massachusetts. 

We,  the  undersigned,  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Sj^^J*/**** 
Court,  in  reply  to  your  order,  a  copy  of  which  is  annexed,  theSapreme 
respectfully  submit  the  following  opinion  :  —  —women «•  * 

The  question  upon  which  our  opinion  is  now  required  *'****'*••  p°^^*®' 
was  suggested  in  the  opinion  given  by  the  Justices  to  the 
Governor  and  Council  on  March  18,  1890.     (150  Mass. 
586.) 

The  first  paragraph  of  Art.  IV.  of  the  Amendments  to 
the  Constitution  is  as  follows  :  '<  Notaries  public  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor  in  the  same  manner  as  judicial 
officers  are  appointed,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  during 
seven  years,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  Governor, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Council,  upon  the  address  of  both 
houses  of  the  Legislature." 

By  the  Constitution,  Part  II.,  Chap.  II.,  Sect.  1,  Art. 
IX.,  ^<  All  judicial  officers  .  .  •  shall  be  nominated  and 
appointed  by  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Council ;  and  every  such  nomination  shall 
be  made  by  the  Governor,  and  made  at  least  seven  days 
prior  to  such  appointment.'' 

In  the  opinion  given  to  the  Governor  and  Council  on 
March  18,  1890,  the  Justices  advised  that  under  the  Con- 
stitution a  woman  could  not  be  appointed  a  notary  public 
in  the  absence  of  any  legislation  authorizing  such  an 
appointment.  We  have  carefully  considered  the  ques- 
tion of  the  power  of  the  Legislature  to  authorize  such  an 
appointment,  and  are  of  opinion  that,  if  the  Constitu- 
tion does  not  confer  the  power  upon  the  Governor  and 
Council,  the  Legislature  cannot  confer  it.  The  Legis- 
lature in  this  respect  cannot  enlarge  the  power  given  to 
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the  Governor  and  Council  by  the  Constitution  unless  the 
Constitution  has  authorized  the  Legislature  to  do  this, 
and  we  can  iSnd  no  such  authority  in  the  Constitution. 
The  power  of  the  General  Court,  with  reference  to 
officers  and  offices,  so  far  as  it  is  expressly  conferred  by 
the  Constitution,  is  found  in  Part  U.,  Chap.  L,  Sect.  1, 
Art.  IV.,  and  it  is  full  power  and  authority  "to  pame 
and  settle  annually,  or  provide  by  fixed  laws  for  the 
naming  and  settling,  all  civil  officers  within  the  said  Com- 
monwealth, the  election  and  constitution  of  whom  ai*e  not 
hereafter  in  this  form  of  government  otherwise  provided 
for ;  and  to  set  forth  the  several  duties,  powers,  and  limits, 
of  the  several  civil  and  military  officers  of  this  Common- 
wealth, and  the  forms  of  such  oaths  or  affirmations  as 
shall  be  respectively  administered  unto  them  for  the 
execution  of  their  several  offices  and  places,  so  as  the 
same  be  not  repugnant  or  contrary  to  this  Constitution.'' 

It  is  to  be  noticed  that  the  power  of  the  General  Court 
to  set  forth  the  several  duties,  powers  and  limits  of  the 
several  civil  and  military  officers  of  the  Commonwealth  is 
not  limited  to  the  officers  which  the  Legislature  is  empow- 
ered to  name  and  settle,  but  includes  all  civil  and  military 
officers  of  the  Commonwealth.  But  the  power  to  name 
and  settle  civil  officers,  or  to  provide  by  fixed  laws  for 
naming  and  settling  them,  is  confined  to  those  the  election 
and  constitution  of  whom  are  not  provided  for  in  the 
Constitution.  The  question  is  not  whether  the  Legis- 
lature cannot  confer  upon  some  officer  whose  office  is 
created  by  statute  some  or  all  of  the  powers  now  exercised 
by  notaries  public  in  the  Commonwealth.  If  this  were 
done,  such  an  officer  would  not  be  a  notary  public  in 
the  sense  in  which  the  words  are  used  in  the  Consti- 
tution, The  Constitution  did  not  create  the  office  of 
notary  public.  It  was  an  office  known  to  the  Roman  law, 
and  has  existed  in  all  or  nearly  all  Christian  countries 
for  many  centuries.  The  duties  of  the  office  in  this  Com- 
monwealth are  in  part  prescribed  by  statute  and  in  part 
are  such  as  by  usage  notaries  public  for  a  long  time  have 
been  accustomed  to  perform,  and  the  international  char- 
acter and  relations  of  notaries  public  are  important.  The 
history  of  the  office  was  briefly  given  in  the  opinion 
hereinbefore  cited. 

The  fact  that  the  duties  of  notaries  public  in  this  Com- 
monwealth are  not  strictly  judicial  does  not,  in  our  opin- 
ion, necessarily  affect  the  question  before  as.     The  ques-

tioD  in  every  case  is  of  the  meaning  of  the  Constitution, 
and,  in  determining  that,  the  history  and  nature  of  the 
particular  office  and  the  usages  of  this  and  other  States 
and  countries  with  regard  to  the  office  at  the  time  of  the 
adoption  of  the  Constitution  must  be  considered.  At  that 
time,  as  well  as  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  Fourth 
amendment,  so  far  as  we  are  aware,  the  usage  to  appoint 
only  men  to  be  notaries  public  was  as  general  as  to  appoint 
only  men  to  judicial  offices. 

Where  an  office  is  created  by  statute,  the  tenure,  the 
mode  of  appointment,  the  qualifications  required,  the  duties 
of  the  office  and  the  compensation  are  wholly  within  the  con- 
trol of  the  Legislature,  unless  there  is  some  limitation  put 
upon  the  Legislature  by  the  Constitution,  and  the  statute 
creating  the  office  may  be  altered  or  repealed  by  the  Legisla- 
ture at  any  time.  But  if  the  tenure  of  an  office  and  the  mode 
of  appointment  are  prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  the 
Legislature  cannot  change  them,  unless  the  Constitution 
gives  the  Legislature  authority  to  do  so.  If  the  qualifica- 
tions for  the  office  are  prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  the 
Legislature  cannot  change  them.  If  the  qualifications  are 
not  prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  although  the  tenure 
and  mode  of  appointment  are,  there  has  been  some  ques- 
tion whether  the  Legislature  can  prescribe  the  qualifica- 
tions, but  the  solution  of  this  question  in  any  particular 
case  depends  upon  the  construction  of  the  particular 
clauses  of  the  Constitution  involved  as  well  as  of  the 
whole  frame  and  purport  of  the  Constitution.  But  if  by 
the  true  construction  of  the  Constitution  pet-sons  of  a  certain 
description  cannot  be  appointed  to  an  office,  the  Legisla- 
ture cannot  authorize  the  appointment  of  such  persons  to 
that  office.  If,  for  example,  the  Constitution  expressly 
had  provided  that  only  men  or  male  persons  should  be 
appointed  notaries  public,  we  think  that  the  Legislature 
could  not  authorize  the  Governor  and  Council  to  appoint 
women  to  that  office.  The  construction  which  heretofore 
has  been  given  to  the  Fourth  Amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
tion by  the  justices  of  this  court  is,  in  effect,  that  such  is 
the  meaning  of  that  amendment. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  Constitution  which  in  terms 
prohibits  women  from  being  appointed  to  judicial  offices 
anymore  than  from  being  appointed  to  military  offices 
or  to  executive  civil  offices,  the  tenure  and  mode  of  ap- 
pointment of  which  are  provided  for  in  the  Constitution » 
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It  was  by  reason  of  the  natare  of  the  office  of  justice  of 
the  peace  and  the  usage  that  always  had  prevailed  in 
making  appointments  to  that  office  that  led  the  Justices 
to  advise  that  it  could  not  have  been  the  intention  of  the 
Constitution  that  women  should  be  appointed  justices  of 
the  peace.  (107  Mass.  604.)  In  our  opinion,  the  same 
considerations  apply  to  the  office  of  notary  public. 

For  these  reasons,  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  question 
proposed  should  be  answered  in  the  negative.

ter the  word  **  shall,"  the  words  **  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  ; "  also,  in  line  34, 
by  striking  out  the  word  ^<ten"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word  **  fifteen,"  and  by  striking  out  the  remain- 
der of  the  bill. 

Mr.  Thomas  F.  Keenan  of  Boston  moved  to  amend,  in 
line  5,  by  striking  out  the  words  **  board  of  railroad  com- 
missioners" and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
*•  mayor  of  the  city  of  Boston  ; "  also  by  inserting,  after 
the  word  "  commission,"  in  lines  29  and  30,  the  words 
"  subject  to  the  approval*of  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Bos- 
ton ; "  also,  in  line  39,  by  inserting,  after  the  word  **  com- 
mission," the  words  **  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  of 
the  city  of  Boston." 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Chelsea  moved  to  amend  by  striking  out 
all  after  the  word  <<  commission  "  in  line  35. 

Pending  the  amendments,  and  pending  the  main  ques- 
tion, on  ordering  the  bill  to  a  third  reading,  it  was  post- 
poned for  further  consideration  until  Monday  next,  to  be 
placed  first  in  the  orders  of  the  day,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Jones  of  Melrose. 

The  Bill  relative  to  subways  and  tunnels  in  the  city  of 
Boston  (House,  No.  875)  was  postponed  for  consideration 
until  Monday  next,  to  be  placed  second  in  the  orders  of 
the  day,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Jones. 
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The  Bill  to  provide  for  certain  improvemeDts  at  the 
Berkshire  County  jail  (Senate,  No.  44)  was  postponed 
for  consideration  until  Monday  next,  to  be  placed  third 
in  the  orders  of  the  day,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Bailey  of  Pitts- 
field,  pending  the  question  on  the  reference  of  the  bill  to 
the  next  General  Court,  as  recommended  by  the  commit- 
tee on  Counties. 

The  Bill  relating  to  street  railways  located  on  State 
highways  (House,  No.  498)  was  read  a  third  time,  and 
pending  the  question  on  ordering  it  to  a  third  reading,  it 
was  referred,  under  the  rule,  to  the  committee  on  Ways 
and  Means. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Street  Railways,  leave 
to  withdraw,  on  the  petition  of  the  Northampton  Street 
Railway  Company  for  authority  to  carry  United  States 
mail  and  to  act  as  common  carriers  of  goods  and  parcels 
was  further  considered,  and  after  debate,  the  previous 
question  having  been  ordered,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Addis  of 
Northampton,  the  <<  Bill  to  authorize  the  Northampton 
Street  Railway  Company  to  act  as  common  carriers  of 
goods"  (House,  No.  1270),  moved  as  an  amendment  by 
Mr.  Addis,  was  substituted,  and  having  been  read,  was 
placed  in  the  orders  of  the  day  for  to-morrow  for  a  second 
reading. 

The  Bill  amending  chapter  153  of  the  Acts  of  the. year 
1895,  concerning  the  filing  of  exceptions  in  the  supreme 
judicial  and  superior  courts  (House,  No.  1224),  was  read 
a  third  time,  and  pending  the  question  on  passing  it  to  be 
engrossed,  it  was  postponed  •  for  consideration  until 
Wednesday,  May  6,  to  be  placed  second  in  the  orders 
of  the  day,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Slade  of  Fall  River. 

The  Bill  to  prevent  the  further  increase  in  the  number 
of  service  pensioners  (House,  No.  150)  was  read  a  third 
time  and  considered. 

The  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  reported 
recommending  an  amendment,  striking  out  section  2, 
which  amendment  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Bates  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  by  adding  at  the 
end  of  section  1  the  following:  <<Nor  shall  it  affect  the 
right  of  any  person  to  receive  a  service  pension  under  ex- 
isting laws  who,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  is 
an  officer  or  employee  of  the  Commonwealth  or  of  any 
county,  city  or  town  therein." 
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Mr.  Thomas  F.  Keenan  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  in  sec- 
tion 3,  by  striking  out  the  words  ^<  upon  its  passage,"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  **  January  1,  1901." 

After  debate,  the  previous  question  having  been  ordered, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Bates,  the  amendment  moved  by  Mr. 
Bates  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  68  to  28.  The  amend- 
ment moved  by  Mr.  Keenan  was  rejected.  On  the  ques-

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Mercantile  Affairs, 
leave  to  withdraw,  on  the  petition  (with  accompanying 
bill.  House,  No.  761)  of  J.  J.  Flynn  for  the  regulation 
of  telephone  charges  to  cities  and  towns,  was  laid  on  the 
table,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Quirk  of  Boston. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Mercantile  Affairs,

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The  Bill  to  revise  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Holyoke 
(Senate,  No.  198)  was  read  a  third  time. 

The  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  reported 
recommending  the  following  amendments :  In  section  9 
insert,  before  the  word  <*  members,"  in  lines  27,  29,  31 
and  38,  the  words  ^'  candidates  for ; "  and  in  line  35  strike 
oat  the  word  *^ seven"  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the 
words  **  candidates  for." 

In  section  13,  line  11,  after  the  word  *<  be"  insert  the 
words  **  kept,  which  journal  shall  be." 

In  section  28,  line  8,  strike  out  the  word  '*  council" 
and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  words  <*  board  of  aldermen." 

In  section  32,  line  9,  strike  out  the  word  **  twenty-lBive  " 
and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  word  **  twenty-four."  ^ 

In  section  33,  line  6,  strike  out  the  word  *'  or  "  before 
the  word  "  alterations." 

In  section  38,  line  5,  strike  out  the  words  **  and  taxes," 
after  the  word  '*  rents." 

In  section  46,  line  2,  after  the  word  *<  act"  insert  the 
words  •*  except  the  office  of  superintendent  of  schools." 

In  section  47,  strike  out  all  after  the  word  *<year  "  in 
line  16. 

The  amendments  were  severally  adopted,  and  pending 
the  question  on  passing  the  bill,  as  amended,  to  be  en- 
grossed, in  concurrence,  it  was  postponed  for  farther  con- 
sideration until  Monday,  May  11,  to  be  placed  first  in  the 
orders  of  the  day,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Kennedy  of  Holyoke. 

The  Bill  to  authorize  the  United  Electric  Light  Com- 
pany to  do  business  in  adjoining  cities  and  towns,  to  hold 
certain  stock  and  to  issue  bonds  (Senate,  No.  170)  was 
read  a  third  time  and  considered,  and  after  debate,  the 
previous  question  having  been  ordered,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Krebs  of  Boston,  the  bill  was  passed  to  be  engrossed,  in 
concurrence,  by  a  vote  of  59  to  46. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Cambridge  raised  the  point  of  order 
that  a  quorum  was  not  present  and  voting.  A  count  of 
the  House  showed  that  139  members  were  present. 

The  Bill  to  establish  the  boundary  line  in  tide-waters 
between  the  towns  of  Wareham  and  Marion  (House,  No. 
1243)  was  read  a  second  time. 

Pending  the  question  on  ordering  the  bill  to  a  third 
reading,  Mr.  Denham  of  New  Becfiford  raised  the  point 
of  order  that  the  bill  was  improperly  before  the  House,  for 
the  reason  that  the  petition  is  one  to  divide  a  town,  and 
comes  within  the  provisions  of  the  9th  joint  rule.      No 
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publication  of  notice,  as  required  by  law,  was  made,  and 

the  9th  joint  rule  was  not  suspended.     The  petition  in 

terms    is    to  establish   a    boundary   line   in   tide-waters 

between    the  towns   of   Wareham  and  Marion,   but  it 

involves  taking  a  certain   town  area  from  Marion  and 

annexing  it  to   Wareham,   and  is  therefore   a   petition 

dividing  a  town  and  annexing  a  portion  of  one  town  to 

another.     It  is  therefore  a  petition  to  divide  an  existing 

town,  and  comes  within  the  provisions  of  the  rule,  and  the 

committee  should  have  reported  reference  to  the  next  Gren- 

eral  Court,  under  the  rule. 

The  Speaker  declared  the  point  of  order  well  taken, 

and  the  bill  was  laid  aside. 
a 

The  Bill  relative  to  the  compensation  of  employees  in 
West  Boylston  (House,  No.  1234)  was  read  a  third  time. 

The  committee  on  Bills-  in  the  Third  Reading  reported 
recommending  an  amendment,  in  section  2,  lines  3  and  4, 
striking  out  the  words  '*  Section  one,*'  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  words  **  This  act,"  which  amendment  was 
adopted. 

Mr.  Cowee  of  West  Boylston  moved  to  amend  by  strik- 
ing out  all  in  line  5,  section  1,  after  the  word  '*  stopped,'' 
and  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  line  6,  which  amendinent 
was  sidopted,  and  the  bill,  as  amended,  was  passed  to  be 
engrossed  and  sent  up  for  concurrence. 

The  Bill  to  permit  the  town  of  Brookline  to  establish 
and  operate  a  municipal  electric  lighting  plant  (House, 
No.  1242)  was  read  a  third  time,  and  pending  the  ques- 
tion on  passing  it  to  be  engrossed,  it  was  postponed  for 
further  consideration  until  Monday,  May  11,  to  be  placed 
second  in  the  orders  of  the  day,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Utley  of 
Brookline. 

The  Bill  to  provide  for  the  formation  and  disbursement 
of  a  public  school  teachers'  retirement  fund  in  the  city  of 
Boston  (House,  No.  1195)  was  rejected,  as  recommended 
by  the  committee  on  Mercantile  Aflairs,  and  notice  was 
sent  to  the  Senate. 

The  Bill  in  relation  to  the  terminal  facilities  of  the 
New  England  Railroad  Company  and  to  provide  for  the 
alteration  of  the  grade  crossing  of  Congress  street  with 
the  road  of  said  company  in  the  city  of  Boston  (House, 
No.  1253)  was  read  a  second  time,  and  pending  the 
question  on  ordering  it  to  a  third  reading,  it  was  referred, 
under  the  rule,  to  the  committee  on  Ways  and  Means. 
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The  Bill  relating  to  the  Suffolk  County  reformatory, 
house  of  correction  and  Boston  house  of  industry  (House, 
No.  1191)  was  read  a  second  time,  and  the  House  refused 
to  order  the  bill  to  a  third  reading  by  a  vote  of  6  to  42. 

The  Bill  relative  to  the  protection  of  lobsters  (House, 
No.  1012)  was  taken  up.  Mr.  Weston  of  Boston  moved 
that  it  be  postponed  for  consideration  until  Thursday, 
May  7,  to  be  placed  second  in  the  orders  of  the  day, 
which  motion,  after  debate,  was  lost.  On  the  question, 
*  *  Shall  the  bill  pass,  notwithstanding  the  objections  of  his 
Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  acting  Governor?^  the 
3'eas  and  nays  were  taken,  and  the  roll  being  called,  the 
bill  failed  to  pass,  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  and 
voting  thereon  not  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and 
notice  was  sent  to  the  Senate.  The  vote  was  40  yeas  to 
115  nays,  as  follows  :  —

The  Bill  relative  to  agents  of  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion (House,  No.  1203)  was  read  a  third  time,  and  after 
debate  was  passed  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  up  for  con- 
currence by  a  vote  of  62  to  23.  Mr.  Tolman  of  Pittsfield 
raised  the  point  of  order  that  a  quorum  was  not  present 
and  voting.  A  count  of  the  House  showed  that  124 
members  were  present. 

The  Bill  relative  to  the  qualifications  of  firemen  (House, 
No.  831)  was  read  a  third  time,  and  pending  the  question 
on  passing  it  to  be  engrossed,  the  House, 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Slade  of  Fall  River,  at  three  minutes 
before  three  o'clock,  adjourned,  by  a  vote  of  74  to  37. 
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Monday,  May  4,  1896.

Veto  Message  from  the  Lieutenant-Governor. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  His  Honor 
the  Lieutenant-Governor,  acting  Governor :  — 

COMMOKWBALTH  OF  MaSSACHITSBTTS, 

ExBCUTivB  Departmbnt,  Boston,  Maj  2,  18S6. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives, 

from  SV****  ^  return  without  my  approval,  to  the  branch  in  which  it 
LieuteoMt^  Originated,  a  bill  entitled  **  An  Act  in  relation  to  member- 
Fint  oongnn.  ship  in  the  Society  of  the  First  Congregational  Church  of 
in^LoiwJi?  Lowell."  I  present  herewith  my  objections  thereto  in 
writing. 

The  bill  in  terms  requires  the  admission  of  persons  to 
membership  in  the  society  of  the  First  Congregational 
Church  of  Lowell  who  are  not  now  members,  and  this 
without  the  consent  and  even  against  the  will  of  the  pres- 
ent members  of  the  society.  This  is  done  avowedly  for 
the  purpose  of  effecting  a  change  in  the  action  of  the  cor- 
poration upon  certain  contested  issues,  by  changing  the 
present  minority  to  a  majority. 

I  do  not  recall  an  instance  in  the  legislation  of  this 
Commonwealth  in  which  this  has  been  done  or  attempted 
before.     Certainly  such  legislation  is  most  unusual. 

If  the  Society  of  the  First  Congregational  Church  of 
Lowell  is  a  corporation  owning  property,  the  effect  of  the 
bill  would  be  practically  an  alienation  of  the  rights  of 
the  existing  members  in  the  corporate  property  without 
their  consent.  Such  legislation  would  plainly  be  uncon- 
stitutional. 

It  is  claimed,  however,  that  the  corporation  owns  no 
property.  I  understand  the  facts  in  relation  to  this  mat- 
ter to  be  that  the  former  owners  of  the  land  on  which  the 
meeting-house  stands  made  a  deed  of  the  same  to  the 
First  Congregational  Church  of  Lowell,  a  voluntary  ecele- 
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siastical  association  without  corporate  existence.  Thi^ 
was  in  1870.  In  1873  the  church,  desiring  to  raise 
money  upon  the  property,  applied  to  a  savings  institution 
for  that  purpose,  and  was  advised  by  the  attorney  of  said 
institution  that  the  deed  to  the  church  was  void,  there 
being  no  corporation  so  entitled.  Accordingly  a  new  deed 
was  made  from  the  original  proprietors  to  the  society  of 
the  First  Congregational  Church  of  Lowell,  a  body  duly 
incorporated,  and  the  society  thereupon  entered  into  pos- 
session of  the  property  and  has  continued  in  peaceable  and 
undisputed  possession  thereof  since  that  time,  being  a 
period  of  more  than  twenty  years.  Money  has  been  loaned 
to  the  society  upon  the  security  of  a  mortgage  of  the 
property  executed  by  said  society ;  the  property  has  been 
insured  for  the  benefit  of  the  society;  an  expensive 
church  edifice  has  been  erected  by  the  society  upon  the 
land,  and  in  all  respects  the  society  has  dealt  with  it  as 
it^  own.  This  has  been  done,  so  far  as  I  am  informed, 
without  protest  or  objection  upon  the  part  of  the  church 
or  any  member  thereof. 

Proceedings  have  been  taken  in  court  within  a  short 
time  in  which  the  title  of  the  society  to  the  property  is 
drawn  in  question;  the  church  claiming  that  the  prior 
deed  to  it  is  valid,  and  that  the  title  is  therefore  in  the 
church. 

It  is  not  the  province  of  the  Executive  to  pass  upon  the 
merits  of  the  questions  of  law  involved  in  these  proceed- 
ings, but  I  cannot  shut  my  eyes  to  the  fact  that  the  society 
18  and  for  many  years  has  been  in  possession  of  the  prop- 
erty under  a  cbiim  of  title  apparently  acquiesced  in  and 
under  which  it  has  made  valuable  contracts.  There  can 
be  no  question  that  if  the  title  to  the  property  is  in  the 
society  this  bill  is  unconstitutional.  Inasmuch  as  the 
society  is  in  possession  under  a  claim  of  title  which  has 
not  been  disputed  for  many  years,  the  presumptions  of 
fact  are  so  far  in  its  favor  that  I  think  I  ought  not  to  give 
ray  assent  to  a  bill  which  may  disturb  that  title,  and  which 
upon  the  presumption  of  existing  facts  is  plainly  uncon- 
stitutional and  can  only  become  a  constitutional  measure 
if  those  now  in  possession  of  the  property  are  divested  of 
their  title  by  legal  proceedings  recently  begun. 

Upon  general  considerations  of  public  policy,  I  do  not 
think  the  bill  is  wise.  It  is  not  only  special  legislation, 
but  is  legislation  which  directly  takes  sides  in  a  church 
controversy,  some  of  the  issues  of  which  are  already  before 
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the  court  for  determination.  I  think  the  policy  of  the 
Commonwealth  is  best  carried  out  when  the  State  abstains, 
so  far  as  may  be,  from  interference  with  church  affairs, 
and  requires  members  of  religious  organizations  to  settle 
their  affairs  under  the  wise  provision  of  the  general  laws 
upon  our  statute  books. 

It  has  been  strongly  claimed,  and  I  doubt  not  that  the 
members  of  the  Legislature  were  influenced  by  the  belief, 
that  the  equities  of  the  case  required  the  passage  of  the 
bill.  On  this  point  I  do  not  feel  called  upon,  for 
the  purposes  of  this  message,  to  express  an  opinion, 
but  it  is  proper  to  observe  that  the  polity  of  the  con- 
gregational body  provides  a  tribunal  to  hear  and  settle 
church  dissensions,  to  wit,  a  council  of  churches,  and  that 
this  method  of  adjudicating  differences  has  been  declined 
by  the  petitioners  for  the  present  legislation.  I  cannot 
but  believe  that  the  members  of  the  Legislature  have  been 
influenced  by  the  consideration  of  the  apparent  equities 
of  the  present  case  to  disregard  the  general  policy  which 
should  animate  all  legislation,  to  wit,  that  special  legis- 
lation is  at  all  times  to  be  deprecated,  and  that  the  State 
should  keep  aloof  from,  and  not  interifere  in,  the  affairs  of 
religious  corporations.  To  do  so  would,  in  my  judgment, 
not  only  be  unwise  as  a  matter  of  public  policy,  but  would 
invite  frequent  applications  for  such  interference,  to  the 
extent  that  the  Legislature  would  find  itself  called  upon  to 
be  the  court  of  appeal  in  all  church  affairs  where  the  mem- 
bers and  ofllcers  found  themselves  unable  to  agree. 

For  the  foregoing  reasons  I  am  unable  to  approve  the 
bill.

Pending  the  amendments,  and  pending  the  main  ques- 
tion on  ordering  the  bill  to  a  third  reading,  it  was  post- 
poned for  further  consideration  until  to-morrow,  to  be 
placed  second  in  the  orders  of  the  day,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Harwood  of  Newton,  by  a  vote  of  86  to  2. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Slade  of  Fall  Birer,  the  motion  to  FaiiiuveraDd 
reconsider  the  vote  whereby  the  House,  on  Friday,  May  rIS w*Jy  ^*"*' 
1,  accepted  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Street  Rail-  ^<>°»p"^- 
ways,  leave  to  withdraw,  on  the  petition  (with  accom- 
panying bill,  House,   No.   842)   of  the  Fall  River  and 
Taunton  Street  Railway  Company  for  certain  amendments 
to  its  charter,  was  taken  from  the  table  and  the  motion 
prevailed.     The  report  having  been  sent  to  the  Senate, 
Mr.  Slade  was  appointed  a  committee  to  wait  upon  the 
Senate  and  request  the   return   of  the   report.     Subse- 
quently, a  message  was  received  from  the  Senate  return- 
ing the  report  to  the  House. 

Mr.  Slade  moved  to  amend  by  the  substitution  of  a

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Mercantile  Affiiirs, 
leave  to  withdraw,  on  the  petition  (with  accompanying 
bill.  House,  No.  636)  of  B.  McCabe  and  othei-s  for  the 
amendment  of  the  law  relative  to  licensing  steam  engi- 
neers, was  considered. 
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Mr.  Maxwell  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  by  the  substi- 
tution of  a  **Bill  concerning  the  licensing  of  stationary 
engineers  and  firemen'*  (House,  No.  1280). 

After  debate  the  bill  was  substituted,  and  having  been 
read,  was  placed  in  the  orders  of  the  day  for  Monday  for  a 
sexsond  reading. 

The  Bill  relative  to  the  licensing  of  theatrical  exhibi- 
tions and  places  of  public  amusement  (House,  No.  640) 
was  read  a  third  time  and  considered.

23ISSo?in'  ^^  motion  of  Mr.  George  of  Ebverhill,  the  motion  to 
theUDit«i  reconsider  the  vote  whereby  the  House,  on  Tuesday, 
?nlIbor7  **'*"  April  7,  refused  to  order  to  a  third  reading  the  Bill  to 
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encoarage  uniformity  of  legislation  in  the  several  States 
on  the  subject  of  regulating  the  hours  of  labor  (House, 
No.  149)  was  taken  from  the  table,  and  was  withdrawn 
by  that  gentleman,  there  being  no  objection. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Sargent  of  Lawrence,  the  motion  to  Miiitia,— 
reconsider  the  vote  whereby  the  House,  on  Tuesday,  ™  ®*  **  **"• 
May  5,  rejected  the  Bill  to  increase  the  number  of  medical 
officers  in  the  militia  (House,  No.  1316)  was  taken  from 
the  table.  Mr.  George  of  Haverhill  moved  that  the 
motion  to  reconsider  be  postponed  for  consideration  until 
to-morrow,  to  be  placed  fijfth  in  the  orders  of  the  day, 
which  motion  was  lost,  by  a  vote  of  23  to  54.

Discharged  from  the  Orders  of  the  Day, 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Young  of  Springfield,  the  Bill  to  credit 
authorize  credit  insurance  companies  to  do  business  in  oom^j?a. 
this  Commonwealth  (House,  No.  1288)  was  discharged 
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from  the  orders  of  the  day,  under  a  suspension  of  the 
rale.  It  was  read  a  third  time,  passed  to  be  engrossed 
and  sent  up  for  t)oncurrence. 


Orders  of  the  Day. 
Ordenofthe  rpj^^  report  of  the  committee  on  Metropolitan  Affairs, 
leave  to  withdraw,  on  the  petition  (with  accompanying 
bill,  House,  No.  1007)  of  J.  P.  Jordan  and  others  that 
chapter  292  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1892  relative  to  the 
widening  of  Walter  street  may  be  repealed,  was  accepted 
and  sent  up  for  concurrence. 

The  Resolve  providing  for  expenses  in  connection  with 
the  establishment  of  the  boundary  line  between  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  and  the  States  of  New  Hamp- 
shire and  Vermont  (House,  No.  1313)  was  read  a  second 
time  and  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

The  Bill  relative  to  evidence  in  actions  against  the 
estates  of  deceased  persons  (House,  No.  937)  was  or- 
dered to  a  third  reading. 

The  Bill  to  authorize  and  direct  the  county  commis- 
sioners of  the  county  of  Essex  to  rebuild  and  reconstruct 
the  bridge  over  the  Merrimac  River  between  the  city  of 
Newbury  port  and  the  town  of  Salisbury  (Senate,  No. 
223 )  was  read  a  third  time. 

The  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  reported 
recommending  the  substitution  of  a  <<Bill  relative  to  the 
bridge  over  the  Merrimac  River  between  Newburyport 
and  Salisbury"  (House,  No.  1314),  which  was  read  and 
substituted,  and  was  passed  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  up 
for  concurrence. 

The  Bill  to  revise  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Holyoke 
(Senate,  No.  198)  was  considered,  the  question  being  on 
passing  it  to  be  engrossed,  in  concurrence. 

Mr.  Sheehan  of  Holyoke  moved  to  amend  by  adding  at 
the  end  of  section  26  the  following:  "Upon  the  peti- 
tion of  any  person  whose  removal  from  office  has  been 
ordered  by  the  mayor,  addressed  to  any  justice  of  the 
superior  court,  the  action  of  the  mayor  in  removing  such 
person  may  be  reviewed  by  such  justice,  who  may  affirm 
the  order  of  the  mayor,  or  may  reverse  the  same  and  order 
the  petitioner  reinstated  in  his  office,"  which  amendment 
was  adopted. 
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Mr.  Kennedy  of  Holyoke  moved  to  amend  as  follows : 
Strike  out  section  15  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing :  — 

**  Section  IS.  The  board  of  aldermen  shall,  annually, 
in  the  month  of  January,  elect  by  ballot  a  city  auditor,  a 
city  physician  and  a  city  messenger,  each  of  whom  shall 
hold  his  offipe  for  the  term  of  one  year,  beginning  with 
the  first  Monday  in  February  in  the  year  of  his  election 
and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified,  unless 
sooner  removed.  Said  board  of  aldermen  shall  also,  in 
the  month  of  January,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety- seven  and  in  the  month  of  January  in  every  third 
year  thereafter,  elect  by  ballot  a  collector  of  taxes  and  a 
city  almoner,  each  of  whom  shall  hold  his  office  for  the 
term  of  three  years,  beginning  with  the  first  Monday  in 
February  in  the  year  of  his  election  and  until  his  successor 
is  elected  and  qualified,  unless  sooner  removed.  Said 
board  of  aldermen  shall  also,  annually,  in  the  month  of 
January,  elect  by  ballot  one  assessor  of  taxes,  one  water 
commissioner  and  one  overseer  of  the  poor,  each  of  whom 
shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  three  years,  beginning 
with  the  first  Monday  in  February  in  the  year  of  his  elec- 
tion and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified,  unless 
sooner  removed.  Any  of  said  officers  may  be  removed 
at  any  time  by  the  board  of  aldermen  for  sufficient  cause. 
The  present  city  physician,  assessors  of  taxes,  water 
commissioners  and  overseers  of  the  poor  shall  continue  to 
hold  their  respective  offices,  unless  sooner  removed,  for 
the  term  of  two  years,  from  the  first  Monday  in  February  in 
the  year  following  their  election  :  provided^  JioweveVj  that 
the  water  commissioner  elected  in  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-six,  to  fill  a  vacancy,  shall  continue  to 
hold  his  office,  unless  sooner  removed,  until  the  first  Mon- 
day in  February  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven.  Vacancies  in  city  offices,  where  no  other  provision 
is  made  for  filling  the  same,  shall  be  filled  by  the  election 
or  appointment  of  a  successor  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
previous  incumbent  was  elected  or  appointed,  and  the  per- 
son elected  or  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  shall  hold  his 
office  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  during  which  his 
predecessor  would  have  been  entitled  to  hold  the  same." 

At  the  end  of  section  58  add  the  following  words: 
'*  In  case  this  act  is  not  accepted  by  the  voters  of  said 
city  at  its  first  submission  under  this  section,  it  shall  be 
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submitted  a  second  time  to  said  voters  at  the  annual  State 
election  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-six,  and 
the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  ballot  in  answer  to  the  question 
above  stated." 

In  section  34  strike  out  lines  13  to  17,  inclusive,  and 
insert  in  place  thereof  the  following:  **  VI.  A  city  en- 
gineer who  shall  be  clerk  of  the  board  of  public  works 
and  shall  keep  the  accounts  of  all  departments  under  the 
management  and  control  of  said  board. 

«*  VII.  An  inspector  of  public  buildings." 

In  the  same  section,  lines  80  and  81,  strike  out  the 
words  *•  and  clerk  of  the  board  of  public  works;"  also 
add  at  the  end  of  said  section  the  words  "  The  inspector 
of  public  buildings  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  in 
the  month  of  January  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-seven,  and  in  the  month  of  January  in  every  third 
year  thereafter,  and  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of 
three  years,  beginning  with  the  first  Monday  in  February 
in  the  year  of  his  election,  unless  sooner  removed,  and 
until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified." 

The  amendments  were  severally  adopted. 

Mr.  Bates  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  in  section  6, 
lines  16  and  17,  by  striking  out  the  words  "  subsequently 
and ;"  also  in  line  26,  by  striking  out  the  words  *'  subse- 
quently and,"  which  amendments  were  severally  adopted. 

The  bill,  as  amended,  was  then  passed  to  be  engrossed, 
in  concurrence,  and  sent  up  for  concurrence  in  the  amend- 
ments adopted  by  the  House. 

The  Bill  to  permit  the  town  of  Brookline  to  establish 
and  operate  a  municipal  electric  lighting  plant  (House, 
No.  1242)  was  considered,  the  question  being  on  passing 
it  to  be  engrossed. 

Mr.  Utley  of  Brookline  moved  to  amend  in  section  1, 
line  2,  by  striking  out  the  words  <<  within  its  limits;" 
also  in  section  3,  line  5,  by  inserting,  after  the  word 
*«  electricity,"  the  words  **  for  electric  lights,"  which 
amendments  were  severally  adopted.  The  same  gentle- 
man also  moved  to  amend  by  adding  at  the  end  of 
section  3  the  words  ''  but  without  enhancement  on  account 
of  present  earning  capacity  or  any  privilege  or  franchise 
to  occupy  the  streets  and  public  places  of  said  town,** 
which  amendment  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  74  to  9,  and 
after  debate  the  bill,  as  amended,  was  passed  to  be  eiH 
grossed  and  sent  up  for  concurrence. 
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The  Bill  relative  to  Stony  Brook  in  tlie  city  of  Boston 
(Senate,  No.  215)  was  postponed  for  consideration  until 
Thursday,  May  14,  to  be  placed  foui-th  in  the  ordera  of 
the  day,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Maxwell  of  Boston,  pending 
the  amendment  moved  by  Mr.  Bates  of  Boston,  and  pend- 
ing the  main  question  on  passing  the  bill  to  be  engrossed. 

The  report  of  the  joint  committee  on  the  Judiciary, 
leave  to  withdraw,  on  the  petition  of  the  Boston  Police 
Relief  Association  in  the  city  of  Boston  and  of  another 
for  legislation  relating  to  certain  witness  fees  of  police 
officers  in  the  city  of  Boston,  was  considered. 

Mr.  Myers  of  Cambridge  moved  to  amend  by  the  sub- 
stitution of  a  <<Bill  relating  to  witness  fees  of  police 
officers  in  the  city  of  Boston''  (Senate,  No.  20),  which 
was  read,  and  after  debate  was  substituted,  and  was  placed 
in  the  orders  of  the  day  for  to-morrow  for  a  second  reading. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Insurance,  leave  to 
withdraw,  on  the  petition  (with  accompanying  bill.  House, 
No.  861)  of  S.  W.  George  for  legislation  to  amend  the 
form  of  standard  fire  insurance  policies  and  define  the 
contracts  written  therein,  was  further  considered,  and  after 
debate,  the  previous  question  having  been  ordered,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Spaulding  of  Webster,  the  House  refused  to 
substitute  the  bill  moved  by  Mr.  George  of  Haverhill,  by 
a  vote  of  25  to  58.  Mr.  George  raised  the  point  of  order 
that  a  quorum  was  not  present  and  voting.  A  count  of 
the  House  showed  that  116  members  were  present.  On 
motion  of  Mr.  Dow  of  Lawrence,  the  Sergeant-at-Arms 
was  instructed  to  secure  the  attendance  of  a  quorum.  On 
the  appearance  of  a  quorum  the  House  refused  to  substi- 
tute the  bill,  and  the  report  was  accepted  and  sent  up  for 
concurrence. 

The  Bill  relative  to  the  appointment  of  special  police 
officers  in  the  city  of  Boston  (House,  No.  900)  was  read 
a  third  time. 

The  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  reported 
recommending  an  amendment,  in  section  1,  lines  2  to  5,  in- 
clusive, striking  out  the  words  ^<  as  authorized  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  372  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1874," 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "subject,  so 
far  as  applicable,  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred 
and  three  of  the  Public  Statutes,''  which  amendment  was 
adopted. 
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Mr.  Keliher  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  in  section  3, 
line  2y  by  inserting,  after  the  word  **  shall,'*  the  words 
**  be  a  qualified  voter  of  the  city  of  Boston,  and  shall." 

After  debate  the  amendment  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of 
35  to  40,  and  the  bill  was  passed  to  be  engrossed  and  sent 
up  for  concurrence. 

The  Bill  to  incorporate  the  Massachusetts  Pipe  Line 
Company  (House,  No.  1303)  was  read  a  third  time. 

The  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  reported 
recommending  the  following  amendments :  In  section  4, 
line  23,  strike  out  the  words  ** Provided^  however^  that." 
In  section  6,  line  14,  strike  out  the  word  **  ten  **  and 
insert  in  place  thereof  the  word  "  nine.'* 

Pending  the  amendments,  and  pending  the  main  question 
on  passing  the  bill  to  be  engrossed,  it  was  postponed  for 
further  consideration  until  Wednesday,  May  13,  to  be 
placed  fourth  in  the  orders  of  the  day,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Dickinson  of  Cambridge. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Street  Railways,  leave 
to  withdraw,  on  the  petition  (with  accompanying  bill, 
House,  No.  540)  of  Wendell  E.  Turner  and  others  for 
the  passage  of  an  act  to  authorize  the  use  of  the  Globe 
Street  Railway  tracks  by  the  Fall  River  Street  Railway 
Company,  was  considered. 

Mr.  Slade  of  Fall  River  moved  to  amend  by  the  substi- 
tution of  a  '<  Bill  to  authorize  the  use  of  the  Globe  Street 
Railway  tracks  by  the  Fall  River  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany" (House,  No.  1315),  pending  which  the  same

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Metropolitan  Affairs, 
reference  to  the  next  General  Court,  on  the  petition  (with 
accompanying  bill,  House,  No.  784)  of  G.  A.  Lancaster 
for  authority  to  construct  and  operate  an  elevated  railroad 
in  the  city  of  Boston  and  its  suburbs,  was  considered. 
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Mr.  Shaw  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  by  the  substitu- 
tion of  a  "Bill  to  incorporate  the  Lancaster  Elevated 
Eailway  Company  and  to  promote  rapid  transit  in  the  city 
of  Boston"  (House,  No.  784), 

After  debate  the  bill  was  substituted  by  a  vote  of  90  to 
31,  and  having  been  read,  was  placed  in  the  orders  of  the 
day  for  to-morrow  for  a  second  reading. 

The  Bill  in  addition  to  an  act  making  an  appropriation 
for  expenses  in  connection  with  the  extermination  of  con- 
tagious diseases  among  horses,  cattle  and  other  animals 
(House,  No.  1244)  was  taken  up,  the  question  being  on 
concurring  with  the  Senate  in  its  amendment.  The  pend- 
ing amendment  to  the  amendment,  moved  by  Mr.  Patch 
of  Boxborough,  was  withdrawn  by  that  gentleman,  there 
being  no  objection. 

After  debate,  pending  the  question  on  concurring  with 
the  Senate  in  its  amendment,  the  bill  was  referred  to  the 
committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Lowell 
of  Boston,  by  a  vote  of  68  to  43. 

The  Resolve  to  provide  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  the 
suppression  of  the  gypsy  moth  (Senate,  No.  192)  was 
considered,  the  question  being  on  passing  it  to  be  en- 
grossed, in  concurrence. 

Mr.  Stevens  of  Somerville  moved  to  amend  in  line  2, 
by  striking  out  the  word  "one*' and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word  **  two." 

Mr.  Lowell  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  in  lines  2  and 
3,  by  striking  out  the  words  **  one  hundred  "  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  word  **  fifty.'' 

Mr.  Gauss  of  Salem  moved  to  amend  in  lines  2  and  3, 
by  striking  out  the  words  "one  hundred"  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  word  "  twenty-five." 

Mr.  Young  of  Springfield  moved  to  amend  by  striking 
out  all  after  the  word  "ninety-five"  in  line  12,  being 
the  words  previously  inserted  by  the  House. 

Mr.  St.  John  of  Haverhill  moved  that  the  resolve  be 
referred  to  the  next  General  Court. 

After  debate,  the  previous  question  having  been  or- 
dered, on  motion  of  Mr.  Mayo  of  Medford,  5ie  amend- 
ments moved  by  Messrs.  Stevens  and  Grauss  were  severally 
rejected.

Mr.  Stone  of  Springfield  moved  to  amend  in  section  2, 
as  previously  amended,  by  inserting  in  line  1,  before  the 
word  **  violates,"  the  words  **  knowingly  and  wilfully." 

Mr.  Ponce  also  moved  to  amend  in  section  2,  lines  2 
and  3,  by  striking  out  the  words  "  less  than  $100  nor 
more  than  $500,"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
**  more  than  $100  for  each  offence." 
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Mr.  Weston  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  in  section  2  by 
striking  out  all  after  the  words  "five  hundred  dollars,* 
in  line  3. 

Mr.  Denham  of  New  Bedford  moved  to  amend  by  add- 
ing a  new  section,  to  be  numbered  section  3,  as  follows: 
"  Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  not  take  effect  until  January 
first  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven." 

Mr.  Krebs  of  Boston  moved  the  previous  question, 
which  motion  was  lost. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Roberts  of  Chebea,  it  was  voted  that 
debate  be  closed  at  five  minutes  before  two  o'clock,  unless 
a  vote  should  be  sooner  reached.

which  is  served  on  its  said  attorney  shall  be  of  t£e  same 
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legal  force  and  validity  as  if  served  on  said  company,  and 
that  such  aathority  shall  be  irrevocable  so  long  as  any 
liability  of  said  company  remains  outstanding  in  this 
Commonwealth.  Service  of  such  process  shall  be  made 
by  leaving  the  same  in  the  hands  or  oflSce  of  said  com- 
missioner.

and  sent  up  for  concurrence. 

The  Bill  to  incorporate  the  Lancaster  Elevated  Railway 
Company  and  to  promote  rapid  transit  in  the  city  of 
Boston  (House,  No.  784)  was  considered,  the  question 
being  on  ordering  it  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Chelsea  moved  to  amend  by  the  substi- 
tution of  a  "  Bill  to  incorporate  the  Lancaster  Railway 
Company"  (House,  No.  1351),  pending  which,  and  pend- 
ing the  main  question  on  ordering  the  bill  to  a  third  read- 
ing, it  was  postponed  for  further  consideration  until 
Monday,  May  25,  to  be  placed  second  in  the  orders  of 
the  day,  on  further  motion  of  Mr.  Barnes.

3.  What  reason  or  excuse  have  you  for  refusing  to 
produce  before  said  committee  the  entry  on  your  books 
showing  the  cost  of  the  LaRoche  dynamo  which  was  a 
part  of  the  electric  light  plant  for  lighting  the  court  house 
in  Dedham,  sold  by  you,  as  by  bill  dated  Dec.  3,  1894, 
rendered  by  the  H.  N.  Bates  Manufacturing  Company  to 
the  Norfolk  County  commissioners,  which  you  state  in 
your  testimony  you  think  cosM800? 

4.  Are  you  ready  to  produce  the  books  showing  such 
entry  ? 

The  said  Henry  N.  Bates  was  then  arraigned,  and  the 
first  interrogatory  directed  by  the  foregoing  brder  was 
propounded  to  him  by  the  Speaker,  to  which  the  said 
Bates  replied:  ''Mr.  Speaker,  when  I  came  here  this 
morning  I  supposed  that  I  would  be  here  represented 
by  counsel.     I  wish  to  ask  if  I  can  have  that  privilege?'* 

The  Speaker :  '*  The  Chair  would  state  that  the  gentle- 
man will  not  have  that  privilege.  Under  the  order  the 
gentleman  is  before  the  bar  of  the  House,  and  must  reply 
or  refuse  to  reply  to  the  questions  contained  in  the  House 
order.     Does  the  gentleman  propose  to  decline  ?  " 

Mr.  Bates  :  "I  understood  you  to  ask  why  I  declined 
to  answer  at  that' time.     It  was  by  advice  of  counsel." 

The  Speaker  thereupon  propounded  to  the  said  Bates 
the  second  interrogatory,  to  which  he  replied:  '*I  am 
willing  to  produce  all  books,  papers,  entries  and  bills 
before  the  committee  privately." 
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The  Speaker  thereupon  propounded  to  the  said  Bat^ 
the  third  interrogatory,  to  which  he  replied :  "  I  will  say 
in  answer  that  we  are  agents  of  that  company,  of  that 
dynamo,  and  I  supposed  that  the  prices  we  paid  that 
company  had  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the  investiga- 
tion." 

The  Speaker  thereupon  propounded  to  the  said  Bates 
the  fourth  interrogatory,  to  which  he  replied :  *'  I  am 
willing  to  produce  it  to  the  committee  in  private." 

Mr.  Harwood  stated  that  the  answers  to  the  interroga- 
tories were  not  satisfactory  to  the  committee,  and  mored 
that  the  questions  be  once  more  propounded  to  Mr.  Bates. 
After  debate,  Mr.  Harwood  asked  unanimous  consent  tiiat 
he  be  allowed  to  withdraw  his  motion.  There  being  no 
objection,  the  motion  was  withdrawn. 

Mr.  Kenefick  of  Palmer  moved  that  the  Speaker  pro-

Mr.  Myers  of  Cambridge  asked  unanimous  consent 
that  he  be  allowed  to  make  a  statement,  and  there  being 
no  objection,  that  gentleman  stated  that  he  had  consulted 
the  counsel  for  Mr.  Bates,  Mr.  Feely,  who  had  authorized 
him  to  say  openly  that  he  advised  witness  to  answer 
**  Yes  "  to  the  question  the  House  had  propounded. 

The  Speaker  thereupon  again  propounded  to  the  said 
Bates  the  interrogatory,  to  which  he  replied :  ^*  Yes, 
sir." 

Thereupon  Mr.  Kenefick  offered  the  following  order,

reference  the  House  concurred.  The  committee  reported 
to  the  House,  recommending  reference  to  the  next  Gen- 
eral Court;   a  motion  to  substitute  the  bill  in  question 
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was  rejected,  and  then  the  report  was  adopted  by  the 
Hoase.  In  the  Senate  the  bill  was  substituted  for  the 
report,  and  this  bill,  on  its  passage  to  a  third  reading  in 
the  House,  was  laid  aside  as  coming  within  the  scope  of 
the  rule. 

<*  Mr.  Barrett  further  states  that  <  The  point  of  the  rule 
is  to  establish  the  fact  that  when  the  House  has  rejected  a 
measure  it  shall  not  be  possible  to  delay  its  business  with 
another  presentation  of  the  same  subject-matter  already 
rejected.' 

^<  The  matter  under  consideration  was  before  the  House 
on  May  5,  and  pending  the  question  on  accepting  the 
report  of  the  joint  committee  on  the  Judiciary,  leave  to 
withdraw,  on  the  petition  of  the  Boston  Daily  Newspaper 
Association,  Mr.  Parsons  of  Greenfield  moved  to  amend 
by  the  substitution  of  a  ^  Bill  relating  to  civil  suits  for 
liber  (Senate,  No.  56),  the  identical  bill  which  is  now 
before  the  House.  At  that  time  the  bill  was  considered, 
debated  and  rejected,  the  motion  to  amend  by  substitu- 
tion having  been  lost. 

^*The  Chair  finds  that  this  identical  bill  (Senate,  No.

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OD  motion  of  Mr.  Roberts  of  Chelsea,  the  amendmeDt 
moved  by  Mr.  Krebs  was  adopted.  The  House  refused 
to  substitute  the  bill  moved  by  Mr.  Creed,  by  a  vote  of 
39  to  78,  and  the  bill,  as  amended,  was  passed  to  be  en- 
grossed and  sent  up  for  concurrence. 

The  Bill  to  establish  the  board  of  election  of  the  city  of 
Boston  (Senate,  No.  249)  was  read  a  third  time.  The 
committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  reported  recom- 
mending the  substitution  of  a  <<  Bill  relative  to  registra- 
tion in  the  city  of  Boston." 

Mr.  Bates  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  the  bill  recom- 
mended as  a  substitute,  in  section  4,  by  striking  out,  after 
the  word  **  weight,**  in  line  15,  the  words  **  and  there 
shall  be  a  blank  column  at  the  left  of  the  name  colamn;" 
also  in  section  5,  line  8,  by  striking  out  the  words  '^on 
said  list  in  the  blank  column  at  the  left  of  the  name 
column,''  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  *<  in  a 
book  prepared  for  the  purpose ; "  also  in  section  9,  bj  in- 
serting, in  line  1,  before  the  word  '*all,"  the  words 
<<  chapter  four  hundred  and  twenty-five  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,"  which  amendmentji 
were  severally  adopted. 

Mr.  Thomas  F.  Keenan  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  the 
bill  recommended  as  a  substitute  in  section  8,  lines  7  and 
8,  by  striking  out  the  words  '*  state  prison  "  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  words  '*  house  of  correction,"  which 
amendment  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  20  to  23. 

The  same  gentleman  also  moved  to  amend  the  bill  rec- 
ommended as  a  substitute,  in  line  8,  by  striking  out  the 
word  ** three"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word 
'*  two ; "  also  by  striking  out  the  9th  and  10th  lined,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  **  or  by  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding $200  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonment,"  which 
amendments  were  severally  rejected. 

Mr.  Atherton  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  by  reinsert- 
ing sections  1,  2  and  3,  previously  stricken  out  by  the 
House.

Mr.  Spaulding  of  Webster  moved  to  amend  in  section 
1,  line  3,  by  striking  out  the  word  **  all,"  after  the  word 
'^  destroyed,"  which  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the 
bill,  as  amended,  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  the  vote  whereby  the  House, 
on  Monday,  March  30,  refused  to  order  to  a  third  reading 
the  Bill  to  amend  chapter  508  of  the  Acts  of  1894,  en- 
titled **  An  Act  regulating  the  employment  of  labor," 
(House,  No.  398),  was  considered,  and  aft»r  debate,  the 
House  refused  to  reconsider.

The  Bill  relative  to  liens  on  buildings  and  land  (House, 
No.  1873)  was  considered,  and  after  debate,  the  House 
refused  to  pass  it  to  be  engrossed  by  a  vote  of  37  to  51. 

Mr.  Denham  of  New  Bedford  raised  the  point  of  order 
that  a  quorum  was  not  present  and  voting.  A  count  of 
the  House  showed  that  121  members  were  present. 

The  Bill  relating  to  veterans  and  the  public  service  of 
the  Commonwealth  and  the  cities  and  towns  thereof 
(House,  No.  1357)  was  read  a  second  time. 

Pending  the  question  on  ordering  the  bill  to  a  third 
reading,  Mr.  Thomas  F.  Keenan  of  Boston  moved 
to  amend  by  inserting  at  the  end  of  section  6  the  fol- 
lowing: '<  Citizens  of  Massachusetts  who  have  distin-

Fending  the  question  on  ordering  the  bill  to  a  third 
reading,  Mr.  Young  of  Springfield  moved  to  amend  by 
striking  out  section  3,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following :  — 

**  Section  3.  Upon  the  petition  of  the  holders,  resid- 
ing in  Massachusetts,  of  ten  per  cent,  of  the  policies 
or  certificates  outstanding  in  Massachusetts  upon  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  next  preceding  the  dale 
of  the  petition,  as  shown  by  the  annual  statement  of  said 
company  to  the  insurance  commissioner,  in  any  domestic 
assessment  insurance  company  doing  business  under  said 
act,  the  commissioner  shall  call  upon  said  company  for  a 
full  list  of  the  holders  of  policies  and  certificates  residing 
in  Massachusetts  and  their  addresses,  which  list  shall  be 
furnished  by  the  company  within  three  days  after  sach 
call.  Thereupon  the  commissioner  shall  appoint  a  com- 
mission of  five  policy  or  certificate  holders,  residents  of 
this  Commonwealth,  none  of  whom  shall  be  an  officer, 
director,  agent  or  employee  of  any  other  life  insurance 
company  or  assessment  association,  which  commission 
shall  forthwith  proceed,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
insumnce  commissioner,  to  thoroughly  inspect  and  ex- 
amine the  affairs  of  said  company,  especially  as  to  its 
financial  condition  and  ability  to  fulfil  its  obligations,  and 
whether  it  has  complied  with  the  laws." 

The  same  gentleman  also  moved  to  .amend  in  secdon  6, 
line  7,  by  striking  out  th^  word  **  governor,"  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  words  ''  insurance  commissioner.'' 

After  debate,  the  previous  question  having  been  ordered, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Stevens  of  Somerville,  the  amendments 
were  severally  rejected,  and  the  bill  was  ordered  to  a 
third  reading  by  a  vote  of  116  to  5. 

The  Bill  relative  to  the  registry  and  return  of  births, 
marriages  and  deaths  (House,  No.  1041)  was  I'ead  a  third 
time. 
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The  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Beading  reported 
recommending  an  amendment,  striking  out,  in  section  39, 
the  word  "  ninety-six,"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
word  **  ninety-seven,"  pending  which,  and  pending  the 
main  question  on  passing  the  bill  to  be  engrossed,  it  was 
postponed  for  further  consideration  until  Monday,  June 
1,  to  be  placed  in  the  orders  of  the  day,  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Manchester  of  Winchester. 

The  Bill  relative  to  injuries  on  highways  resulting  from 
snow  or  ice  (House,  No.  1311)  was  read  a  third  time  and 
considered. 

Pending  the  question  on  passing  the  bill  to  be  engrossed, 
Mr,  Bates  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  in  section  1,  line  1, 
by  striking  out  the  word  **  hereafter,"  and  by  inserting, 
in  line  2,  after  the  word  *<  property,"  the  word  "here- 
after." 

Mr.  Creed  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  by  adding  at  the 
end  of  section  1  the  words  **  provided  that  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  city  of  Boston." 

Afi;er  debate,  the  amendments  moved  by  Mr.  Bates 
were  adopted. 

The  amendment  moved  by  Mr.  Creed  was  rejected,  and 
the  bill,  as  amended,  was  passed  to  be  engrossed  and  sent 
up  for  concurrence  by  a  vote  of  69  to  49.

In  section  6,  line  13,  strike  out  the  word  **  mayor,"  and 
insert  in  place  thereof  the  words  '*  city  council." 

In  section  11,  line  9,  insert  after  the  word  **  extended  " 
the  word  **  northerly." 

In  section  11,  line  11,  insert  after  the  word  "act"  the 
words  **  and  southerly  at  the  width  of  sixty-five  feet  over 
the  location  of  said  terminal  company  and  Fort  Point 
channel  to  Dorchester  avenue  at  such  point  and  at  such 
time  as  the  board  of  street  commissioners  of  Boston,  with 
the  approval  of  the  mayor,  shall  deem  that  the  public  con- 
venience and  necessity  require." 

In  section  13,  strike  out  all  after  the  word  "  dollars  "  in 
line  8. 

Mr.  Daniel  M.  DriscoU  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  in 
section  5,  line  6,  by  inserting,  after  the  word  *'to,"  the 
words  **  within  forty  feet  of;  "  also  in  line  7,  by  inserting, 
after  the  word  **by,"  the  w^ords  **  a  line  parallel  to  and 
within  forty  feet  of;"  also  in  section  11,  line  21,  by  in- 
serting, after  the  word  **with,"  the  words  **and  forty 
feet  distant  northwesterly  from." 

After  debate,  the  previous  question  having  been  ordered, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Roper  of  Lowell,  the  pending  amend- 
ments moved  by  Mr.  Manchester  of  Winchester,  printed 
in  House,  No.  1375,  were  severally  rejected. 

The  amendment  moved  by  Mr.  Reidy,  striking  out,  in 
section  5,  all  after  the  word  '*for"  in  line  23,  down  to 
and  including  the  word  **  street "  in  line  28,  was  rejected 
by  a  vote  of  16  to  62. 

The  amendment  moved  by  the  same  gentleman  to  section 
11,  line  11,  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  28  to  66. 

The  remaining  amendments  moved  by  Mr.  Reidy 
and  the  amendments  moved  by  Mr.  Daniel  M.  DriscoU 
were  severally  rejected,  and  the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third 
reading  by  a  vote  of  94  to  13. 

Mr.  Gallivan  of  Boston  raised  the  point  of  order  that  a 
quorum  was  not  present  and  voting.     A  count  of  the* 
House  showed  that  126  members  were  present. 
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The  Bill  relative  to  registration  in  the  city  of  Boston 
(House,  No.  1376)  was  considered,  the  question  being  on 
passing  it  to  be  engrossed. 

Mr.  Shaw  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  by  inserting  a 
new  section  to  be  numbered  section  4,  as  follows :  — 

*^  Section  4.  The  board  of  election  commissioners  of  the 
city  of  Boston  in  determining  the  qualifications  of  any 
voter  for  registration  in  any  new  general  register  of 
voters  to  be  made  by  said  board  under  the  provisions

After  debate,  the  previous  question  having  been  ordered, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Dickinson  of  Cambridge,  the  amend- 
ment was  rejected  and  the  bill  was  passed  to  be  engrossed 
and  sent  up  for  concurrence. 

The  Bill  relating  to  veterans  and  the  public  service  of 
the  Commonwealth  and  the  cities  and  towns  thereof 
(House,  No.  1357)  was  read  a  third  time,  and  pending 
the  question  on  passing  it  to  be  engrossed,  it  was 
postponed  for  consideration  until  to-morrow,  to  be  placed 
second  in  the  orders  of  the  day,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Thomas 
F.  Keenan  of  Boston. 

The  Bill  making  an  appropriation  for  the  extension  of 
the  civil  service  rules  to  the  public  labor  service  of  cities 
and  towns  (House,  No.  1373)  was  read  a  third  time. 

The  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  reported 
recommending  an  amendment,  to  wit:  In  section  1,  lines 
11,  12,  13  and  14,  strike  out  the  words  **  which  shall  not 
be  extended  to  any  city  unless  it  shall  first  apply  for  ex- 
tension through  its  mayor,  duly  authorized  by  the  city 
council,"  and  add  at  the  end  of  said  section  the  words 
'*  provided  that  such  rules  shall  not  be  extended  to  any 
city  unless  it  shall  apply  for  such  extension  through  its 
•mayor,  with  the  approval  of  its  city  council." 
Point  of  order.  Sir.  Thomas  F.  Keenan  of  Boston  raised  the  point  of 
order  that  the  bill  was  improperly  before  the  House,  for

the  reason  that  substantially  the  same  bill  had  been  con- 
sidered and  finally  rejected  by  the  House. 

Pending  the  point  of  order,  the  bill  was  laid  on  the 
table,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Bates  of  Boston. 

The  Bill  relating  to  municipal  electric  lighting  (House, 
No.  1356)  was  read  a  second  time  and  considered,  and 
after  debate,  the  previous  question  having  been  ordered, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Mayo  of  Medford,  the  House  refused  to 
order  the  bill  to  a  third  reading  by  a  vote  of  50  to  66. 

The  Bill  to  incorporate  the  Massachusetts  Maritime 
Canal  Company  (Senate,  No.  245)  was  read  a  third  time 
and  considered. 

The  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  reported 
recommending  an  amendment,  striking  out  section  20, 
which  amendment  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Myers  of  Cambridge  moved  to  amend  by  adding 
at  the  end  of  section  2  the  following:  «*A11  issues  of 
stock  and  bonds  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  and  certification  of  the  joint  board 
provided  for  in  section  6  of  this  act  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided  in  chapter  462  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1894,  relative 
to  the  issue  of  stock  and  bonds  by  railroad  and  street  rail- 
way companies ; "  also  by  striking  out  section  23. 

Mr.  Attwill  of  Lynn  moved  to  amend  by  inserting  a 
new  section,  to  be  numbered  section  30,  as  follows: 
"  Section  30.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  null 
and  void  unless  said  canal  company  deposits  with  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars  within  six  months  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  which  sum  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Com- 
monwealth unless  the  work  of  construction  is  commenced 
within  one  year  and  completed  within  five  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  act.  Said  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  shall  be  refunded  to  t^aid  canal  company 
when  said  canal  is  in  operation,  if  not  forfeited  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section." 

After  debate,  Mr.  Bradley  of  Boston  moved  the  pre- 
vious question,  which  motion  was  rejected. 

Pending  the  amendments,  and  pending  the  main  ques- 
tion on  passing  the  bill,  as  amended,  to  be  engrossed,  the 
House, 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bates  of  Boston,  at  twenty  minutes 
before  ten  o'clock,  adjourned.

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives. 

1  return  herewith  **  An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Massa- 
chusetts Pipe  Line  Company,"  with  my  objections  thereto 
in  writing. 

The  powers  and  privileges  granted  to  the  corporation 
are  far  more  extensive  than  the  title  of  the  act  would  indi- 
cate. It  is  not  a  pipe  line  company  merely ;  it  is  a  gas 
company  with  privileges  more  far-reaching  than  have  ever 
heretofore  been  granted  to  a  Massachusetts  corporation. 
The  six  persons  named,  their  associates  and  successors,  are 
granted  a  charter  with  a  capital  which  may  be  indefinitely 
increased.  They  may  engage  in  the  business  of  manufactur- 
ing gas  for  all  purposes,  of  all  kinds,  by  any  method  and  in 
all  parts  of  the  Commonwealth.  Under  this  bill  they  may  es- 
tablish gas  works  in  every  city  and  town  in  the  State.  They 
may  lay  pipe  lines  for  the  conveyance  of  gas  in  every  high- 
way. Their  right  to  lay  such  pipe  lines,  not  only  from  town 
to  town  but  within  the  same  town  wherever  they  see  fit  to 
connect  one  pipe  line  with  another  or  with  a  distributing 
system,  is  absolute,  and  not  subject  to  the  prohibition  or 
control  of  any  authority  whatever,  excepting  as  to  the 
mere  details  of  location.  They  may,  with  the  approval 
of  the  municipal  authorities  or  the  Board  of  Gras  Commis- 
sioners, engage  in  the  business  of  selling  gas  to  private 
consumers  and  lay  pipes  therefor  in  any  town  or  city  in 
the  State.  Although  under  the  well-settled  policy  of  the 
Commonwealth  a  municipality  may  not  engage  in  the 
business  of  furnishing  gas  to  consumers  without  purchas- 
ing plants  already  established  within  its  borders,  this 
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company  is  under  no  such  obligation  to  purchase.  It  is 
relieved  £rom  certain  of  the  restrictions  of  existing  laws  as 
to  the  quality  of  the  gas  which  it  may  supply.  Finally, 
it  is  given  the  power  to  acquire  by  purclmse  or  lease  the 
property  of  all  the  gas  companies  in  the  State. 

It  is  obvious  that  this  bill  is  a  ^dical  departure  from 
the  well-settled  policy  of  legislation  in  Massachusetts. 
Heretofore,  not  only  the  organization  of  companies 
for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  gas,,  but  the  business 
carried  on  by  them,  have  been  carefully  regulated 
by  general  laws  applicable  to  all  persons  and  com- 
panies alike.  The  limit  of  capital  is  fixed.  The  location 
and  extension  of  pipes,  involving  the  right  of  digging  up 
public  ways,  are  to  be  obtained  only  by  permission  of  the 
local  authorities ;  the  quality  and  price  of  the  gas  manu- 
factured are  under  the  immediate  control  of  the  Common- 
wealth. The  purchase  or  leasing  of  a  gas  plant  by 
another  company  is  practically  prohibited.  In  compensa- 
tion for  this  strictness  of  control,  the  right  of  competition, 
so  far  as  it  authorizes  two  or  more  distributing  systelkns  to 
encumber  the  ^eets  of  the  same  municipality,  has  been 
carefully  restricted,  and  the  assurance  thus  held  out  to 
promoters  of  such  enterprises  that  if  their  business  be 
well  conducted  and  the  quality  and  price  of  their  gas  sat- 
isfactory they  should  be  protected  from  destructive  compe- 
tition .  Upon  the  faith  of  this  policy  of  the  Conmionwealth, 
a  policy  repeatedly  declared  by  the  Legislature,  many 
millions  of  dollars  have  been  invested  in  the  business  of 
making  and  distributing  gas. 

By  Siis  bill  no  one  of  these  regulations  is  removed  from 
existing  companies,  except  that  they  may  sell  or  lease 
th^ir  plants  to  the  Massachusetts  Pipe  Line  Company. 
The  established  policy  of  the  Commonwealth  as  to  other 
ga^  companies  remains  unchanged.  But  the  bill  ^ives  to 
this  company  a  charter  empowering  it  to  compete  through- 
out the  State  with  existing  companies,  handicapped  as 
those  companies  necessarily  would  be  by  restrictions  and 
regulations  in  force  as  to  them,  but  from  many  of  which 
these  incorporators  are  exemt)t. 

I  feel  justified  in  saying  that  rights  and  privileges  so 
exceptional  should  not  be  granted  to  any  body  of  men 
without  the  clearest  assurance  of  benefit  to  the  public.  It 
is  a  fundamental  principle  of  the  organic  law  of  Massa- 
chusetts that  **  no  man,  nor  corporation  or  association  of 
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iDen,  have  any  other  title  to  obtain  adyantages  or  partic- 
ular and  exclusive  privileges  distinct  from  those  of  the 
community  than  what  arises  from  the  consideration  of  ser- 
vices rendered  the  public."  The  only  ground  upon  which 
this  bill  can  stand  is  that  by  its  passage  the  price  of  gas 
will  be  made  cheaper  to  the  public.  But  upon  examina- 
tion of  its  provisions  t  find  no  such  assurance.  The  only 
provisions  which  relate  to  the  price  of  gas  are :  first, 
that  when  the  company  purchases  an  existing  plant  it  shall 
not  increase  the  price  of  gas;  second,  that  when  it 
engages  in  the  business  of  selling  gas  to  the  consumer  on 
its  own  account  its  prices  shall  be  subject  to  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Gas  Commissioners,  as  those  of  existing  com- 
panies now  are ;  and  third,  that  when  it  sells  gas  to  a  cor- 
poration or  municipality  the  price  of  gas  delivered  to  the 
holder  or  distributing  system  of  such  company  or  munic- 
ipality shall  not  exceed  thirty-five  cents  per  thousand 
cubic  teet. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  two  provisions  first  named  do  not 
insure  cheaper  gas  to  the  consumer.  There  is  no  promise 
of  reduction  of  price  in  case  of  purchase  of  another  plant ; 
and  there  is  no  obligation  on  the  company,  in  case  it  sells 
gas  to  the  consumer  on  its  own  account,  to  sell  at  any 
cheaper  rate  than  do  existing  companies.  Indeed,  the 
petitioners,  as  I  am  informed,  have  expressly  disclaimed 
any  such  assurance.  When  an  amendment  was  adopted 
in  the  House  of  Representatives  limiting  the  price  of  gas 
to  consumers  at  fifty  cents,  it  was  frankly  stated  by  the 
friends  of  the  bill  that  a  charter  with  that  provision  would 
be  of  no  l^enefit  to  the  promoters.  Even  a  proposition 
which  was  made  in  the  Senate,  to  limit  the  price  to  con- 
sumers at  ninety  cents,  a  sum  not  greatly  less  than  the 
present  average  price  of  gas  to  consumers  in  this  State, 
was  defeated  by  the  friends  of  the  bill. 

The  only  possible  ground  upon  which  it  can  be  claimed 
that  the  bill  afifords  any  assurance  of  cheaper  gas  is 
the  clause  which  limits  the  price  to  thirty-five  cents  per 
thousand  feet  when  delivered  to  the  holder  or  distribut- 
ing system  of  a  city  or  town  br  of  another  company.  But 
this  limitation  does  not  necessarily  reach  the  consumer. 
It  is  matter  of  common  knowledge  that  a  very  consider- 
able portion  of  the  expense  of  gas  to  the  consumer  is  in  the 
distribution ;  and  it  is  asserted  that  the  average  cost  of 
gas  of  standard  illuminating  power  in  the  holder  does  not 
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greatly  exceed  thirty-five  cents,  and  that,  if  the  restrictionB 
as  to  illuminating  power  were  removed,  as  is  permitted  to 
this  company,  a  much  cheaper  price  in  the  holder  might 
be  obtained.  Moreover,  many  of  the  extraordinary  priv- 
ileges granted  by  this  bill,  such  as  the  right  to  purchase 
or  lease  the  property  of  companies  already  established, 
imd  the  roving  commission  to  engage  in  the  gas  business 
throughout  the  Commonwealth  in  competition  with  exist- 
ing companies,  have  no  necessary  relation  to  the  pipe  line 
business,  to  which  alone  this  limit  of  price  applies. 

I  am  aware  that  the  statement  is  made  that  it  is  hoped 
and  expected  by  the  promoters  that  by  the  introduction 
of  a  kind  of  coal  not  now  in  general  use  and  by  some  pro- 
jected improvements  in  methods  of  manufacture  the  com- 
pany will  be  able  to  furnish  cheap  coke  and  cheaper  gas 
for  illuminating  purposes,  and  especially  to  reduce  largely 
the  price  of  gas  for  fuel  purposes.  These  claims,  how- 
ever, are  merely  prospective,  —  they  are  not  in  the  bill. 
It  is  not  necessary,  in  order  to  establish  the  truth  of  such 
claims,  that  a  company  be  granted  extraordinary  privi- 
leges. It  is  matter  of  common  knowledge  that  this  fran- 
chise is  sought  by  men  of  wealth  and  enterprise,  who  have 
already  under  their  control  the  largest  distributing  system 
in  the  Commonwealth,  where  every  facility  is  afforded  for 
the  production  of  cheap  gas  both  for  fuel  and  illuminating 
purposes,  even  to  the  extent  of  a  double  line  of  distributing 
pipes  in  many  of  the  streets  of  the  territory  which  it  covers. 
I  refer  to  the  densely  populated  area  now  covered  by  the 
Boston  Gas  Light  Company  and  the  Brookline  Gas  Com- 
pany. 

All  the  claims  of  these  promoters  can  be  verified  and 
established  upon  the  systems  now  within  their  control. 
It  will  be  time  enough,  in  my  judgment,  to  grant  the 
exceptional  privileges  of  this  bill  when,  in  the  field  now 
controlled  by  them,  they  shall  have  been  able  to  verify 
the  claims  upon  the  mere  promise  of  which  they  ask  for 
this  bill. 

Nor  can  I  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  this  bill  is  a  grave 
menace  to  existing  companies,  in  which  the  money  of 
the  citiz^is  of  Massachusetts  has  been  largely  invested. 
Massachusetts  owes  much  of  her  prosperity  to  the  safe- 
guards she  has  imposed  upon  her  corporate  investments. 
To  this  wise  policy,  under  which  the  rights  of  the  public 
and  the  rights  of  capital  are  both  assured,  she  is  largely 
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indebted  for  her  present  high  position.  The  Common- 
wealth stands  pledged  to  the  proposition  that  those  who 
have  risked  their  money  in  public-service  corporations, 
so  long  as  they  serve  the  public  well  and  cheaply,  shall 
not  be  exposed  to  destructive  competition.  I  am  well 
aware  that  these  considerations  of  regard  for  vested  inter- 
ests should  have  no  weight  when  they  are  opposed  to  the 
welfare  of  the  public. 

It  is  far  more  important  that  the  citizens  of  Massachu- 
setts should  have  gas  for  illuminating  and  fuel  purposes 
at  the  cheapest  possible  price  than  that  the  investments 
of  shareholders  in  gas  companies  should  be  protected. 
Any  measure  in  the  interest  of  cheap  gas  is  of  the  highest 
possible  public  benefit,  and  other  considerations  must  yield 
to  the  advantage  thus  gained  to  the  public.  Corporate 
interests  cannot  stand  against  the  welfare  of  the  com- 
munity. 

But  the  only  way  in  which  this  bill,  otherwise  than 
through  its  pipe  line  features,  to  which  I  have  referred, 
can  justly  claim  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  is  in 
the  privilege  of  competition  it  affords  to  the  corporation 
it  creates.  That  this  competition  may  be  destructive  of 
vested  rights  it  is  not  difficult  to  foresee.  This  is  not 
alone  because  the  promoters  of  this  bill  are  men  of  means 
and  enterprise,  nor  is  it  pretended  that  they  are  the  ex- 
clusive possessors  of  any  new  invention  or  patented 
method,  which  they  alone  can  employ.  The  bill  itself, 
through  the  exceptional  privileges  it  grants  and  which 
are  denied  to  its  competitors,  gives  to  this  company  an 
undue  advantage.  Experience  has  demonstrated  that  un- 
restricted competition  by  public-service  corporations, 
although  the  temporary  results  may  be  to  make  cheaper 
prices  to  the  public,  seldom  accomplishes  any  permanent 
good.     The  public  must  eventually  pay  the  bills, 

I  can  see  no  permanent  advantage  to  the  community  in 
arming  this  company  with  a  club  by  which  it  may  strike 
down  those  already  in  the  field.  Temporarily  it  may 
cheapen  prices ;  indeed,  it  must  do  so  or  promise  to  do 
so,  that  it  may  strike  them  down ;  but  the  history  of  such 
competition  demonstrates  that  eventually  it  is  the  public 
that  suffers. 

If  the  wise  policy  of  Massachusetts,  long  established 
and  maintained  as  to  its  public-service  corporations,  is  to 
be  changed,  the  change  should  be  made  not  for  the  benefit 
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of  one  body  of  men,  but  for  all  alike.  If  better  results 
can  be  obtained  for  the  public  by  competition,  then  it  is 
but  simple  justice  that  the  restrictions  which  have  been 
established  should  be  removed  from  all  citizens  and  all 
corporations  alike.  In  my  opinion,  it  is  not  justice  to 
vested  rights,  nor  sound  business  policy,  nor  for  the  in- 
terests of  the  public,  to  authorize  the  discriminations 
which  this  bill  proposes  to  establish,  especially  without 
assurance  by  actual  demonstration  or  sufficient  guaranty 
that  the  public  benefit  which  could  alone  justify  them 
must  ensue. 

If  the  bill  were  limited  to  a  pipe  line  charter,  that  is, 
a  charter  granting  authority  to  lay  pipe  lines  for  the  con- 
veyance of  gas  from  town  to  town,  with  the  privilege  of 
selling  the  product  to  the  municipality  or  to  existing  com- 
panies or  even  to  consumers,  if  no  distributing  system  is 
in  the  field,  with  suitable  restrictions  as  to  price  and 
quality,  many  if  not  all  the  objections  which  I  have  stated 
to  the  existing  bill  would  be  removed.  Indeed,  from  the 
arguments  and  claims  of  the  promoters  of  the  enterprise, 
which  have  been  put  in  my  hands  for  perusal,  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  pipe  line  system  appears  to  have  been  the 
essence  of  their  petition ;  but  this  bill  does  not  stop  with 
such  a  system ;  it  had  added  such  exceptional,  unnecessary, 
and,  in  my  judgment,  injurious,  privileges  and  powers, 
that  in  its  present  form  I  cannot  give  it  my  approval.

Said  committee  shall  have  power  to  employ  a  stenog- 
rapher and  necessary  clerical  assistance,  administer  oaths, 
send  for  persons  and  papers,  ballots  and  check  lists,  and 
shall  have  such  other  powers  as  may  be  necessary  to 
enable  them  to  make  a  thorough  investigation  of  said  sub- 
ject. The  order  adopted  by  the  House  June  3, 1896,  pro- 
viding for  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  investigate 
said  subject,  is  hereby  rescinded.

The  total  travelling 
expenses  of  committees  this  year  have  been  $2,813.40,  as 
compared  with  last  year,  when  the  corresponding  ex- 
penses were  $5,667.92. 

The  attendance  of  members  has  been  regular,  and  has 
generally  shown  not  only  a  willingness  but  a  desire  on 
their  part  to  devote  themselves  to  the  business  before  the 
House  and  affairs  of  the  State.  Some  of  the  most  im- 
portant legislative  acts  are  the  constitutional  amendments 
covering  biennial  elections,  which  have  now  passed  for 
two  successive  years  and  will  go  before  the  people  for 
them  to  express  their  will  in  the  matter ;  the  abolition  of 
days  of  grace ;  the  redistricting  of  the  State  for  Council- 
lors, Senators  and  Representatives;  the  Union  Station 
bill ;  the  Bill  for  the  preservation  of  the  Bulfinch  State 
House,  definitely  settling  that  matter  and  making  an  ap- 
propriation to  meet  the  necessary  expenses ;  the  Bill  to 
incorporate  the  Massachusetts  Pipe  Line  Gas  Company, 
and  many  other  measures  which  I  will  not  now  attempt  to 
enumerate. 

We  should  be  always  mindful  that  our  actions  are 
observed  not  only  by  the  citizens  of  our  own  State,  but 
that  our  laws  are  often  the  example  and  basis  of  law  for 
the  various  States  throughout  the  Union.  The  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  has  gained  an  enviable  reputation 
for  the  justice  and  wisdom  of  her  acts.  May  the  Legis- 
lature ever  remember  the  impressive  words  of  Robinson 
and  Brewster,  expressed  in  the  early  days  of  New  England 
colonization :  <<  We  are  knit  together  as  a  body  in  a  most 
strict  and  sacred  bond  and  covenant  of  the  Lord,  of  the 
violation   of  which  we  make  great  conscience,  and  by 
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virtae  whereof  we  hold  ourselves  strictly  tied  to  all  care 
of  each  other's  good,  and  of  the  whole." 

Daring  the  session  the  Chief  Executive  was  stricken 
down  with  a  fatal  malady.  Frederic  T.  Oreenhalge  died 
March  5.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  in  Low- 
ell, completing  his  studies  at  Harvard  University.  But, 
after  all,  as  James  Russell  Lowell  has  said,  ^'  The  better 
part  of  every  man's  education  is  that  which  he  gives  him- 
self." I  know  of  no  better  example  of  this  than  the  late 
Governor.  While  we  mourn  the  loss  of  the  late  Frederic 
T.  Greenhalge,  Massachusetts  will  always  cherish  his  mem- 
ory and  honor  him  for  his  courage  and  his  actions,  which 
were  prompted  by  an  honest  and  conscientious  purpose  to 
accomplish  what  he  believed  to  be  for  the  best  interest  of 
the  people.  His  life  and  career  is  a  splendid  exemplifica- 
tion of  all  that  is  possible  to  a  citizen  under  the  laws  of  this 
glorious  old  Commonwealth. 

Massachusetts  was  fortunate  at  this  time  to  have  in  its 
Lieutenant-Governor,  Roger  Wolcott,  a  man  so  well  quali- 
fied to  carry  on  the  affairs  of  State. 

There  are  one  or  two  matters  that  I  am  going  to  take 
the  liberty  of  suggesting  for  the  consideration  of  those  of 
you  who  will  return  another  year.  By  the  suspension  of 
Joint  Rule  9  you  repeal  temporarily  chapter  24  of  the 
Acts  of  the  year  1885,  as  amended  by  chapter  302  of  the 
Acts  of  the  year  1890.  These  statutes  were  undoubtedly 
passed  for  the  protection  and  in  the  interest  of  the  people. 
It  might  be  well  to  consider  the  advisability  of  requiring  a 
four-fifths  vote  for  the  suspension  of  the  rule,  as  required 
in  the  case  of  Joint  Rules  12  and  13. 

With  regard  to  the  business  of  the  House  and  of  the 
committees,  it  would  seem  wise  to  establish  official  ste- 
nographers to  be  employed  by  the  Legislature  and  to  be  in 
permanent  attendance  at  the  State  House  during  the  ses- 
sion of  the  General  Court.  For  the  sum  of  $5,000,  which 
was  the  amount  of  the  bills  from  two  committees  for  sten- 
ographic work,  several  official  stenographers  might  have 
been  employed  by  the  State  during  the  entire  session  of 
five  months. 

I  desire  at  this  time  to  call  attention  to  the  conscien- 
tious and  thorough  work  of  the  investigating  committee 
which  was  obliged  to  sit  during  the  busy  and  closing  days 
of  the  session.  It  is  unfortunate  that  such  questions  in- 
variably come  at  the  end  of  the  session,  rather  than  in  the 
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first  six  weeks,  when  there  is  little  or  nothing  to  be  doDe 
beyond  receiving  petitions  and  bills  introduced  on  leaye. 
As  it  is  becoming  the  custom  in  many  instances  to  hold 
off  the  introduction  of  important  matters  until  the  last 
day  for  new  business  (the  first  Wednesday  in  February), 
it  would  seem  as  though  the  rule  would  eventually  have 
to  be  changed,  shortening  that  period,  in  order  that  the 
committees  might  settle  down  to  work  at  an  earlier  date, 
and  avoid  leaving  the  important  questions  to  be  con- 
sidered at  the  very  end  of  the  session. 

And  now,  gentlemen,  I  want  to  thank  you  for  all  your 
assistance  and  kind  consideration  throughout  the  session ; 
without  it,  my  duties  would  have  been  most  difficult. 
But,  as  it  is,  it  has  been  not  only  an  honor  but  a  great 
pleasure  to  preside  over  this  body,  the  recollection  of 
which  I  shall  cherish  all  my  life.

The  Secretary  further  said  that  he  had  been  directed  by 
His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Council,  and  in  compliance  with  the  request  of  the 
two  branches,  to  prorogue  the  General  Court  to  the 
Tuesday  next  preceding  the  first  Wednesday  of  January 
next,  and  the  General  Court  was  prorogued  accordingly.

8.  No  legislation  aflfecting  the  rights  of  indiyidaals  or  the 
rights  of  a  private  or  municipal  corporation,  otherwise  than  as 
it  aflfects  generally  the  people  of  the  whole  Commonwealth  or 
the  people  of  the  city  or  town  to  which  it  speciGcally  applies, 
shall  be  proposed  or  introduced  except  by  a  petition,  nor  shall 
any  bill  or  resolve  embodying  such  legislation  be  reported  by  a 
committee  except  upon  a  petition  duly  referred,  nor  shall  such 
a  bill  or  resolve  be  reported  by  a  committee,  whether  on  an 
original  reference  or  on  a  recommittal  with  instrnctions  to  hear 
the  parties,  until  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
committee  that  proper  notice  of  the  proposed  legislation  has 
been  given  by  public  advertisement  or  otherwise  to  all  parties 
interested,  without  expense  to  the  Commonwealth,  or  until 
evidence  satisfactory  to  the  committee  is  produced  that  all 
parties  interested  have  in  writing  waived  notice.  A  committee 
reporting  leave  to  withdraw  or  reference  to  the  next  General 
Court  for  want  of  proper  notice  or  of  a  waiver  thereof  shall  set 
forth  this  fact  in  its  report,  and  no  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  in 
order  as  a  substitute  for,  or  amendment  of,  such  report.  Ob- 
jection to  the  violation  of  this  rule  may  be  taken  at  any  stage 
prior  to  that  of  the  third  reading.

9.  A  petition  for  the  incorporation  of  a  town  or  city,  or  for 
the  division  of  an  existing  town  or  city,  or  for  the  incorporation 
of  a  railroad,  street  railway,  elevated  railroad  or  canal  company, 
or  for  the  amendment,  alteration  or  extension  of  the  charter  or 
corporate  powers  or  privileges  of  any  snch  company,  either 
specially  incorporated  or  organized  under  general  laws,  or  for 
authority  to  take  water  for  a  water  supply,  or  relative  to  build- 
ing structures  over  navigable  or  tide  waters,  shall  be  referred  to 
the  next  General  Court,  and  not  to  a  committee,  unless  the 
petitioner  has  given  the  notice  required  by  chapter  24  of  the 
Acts  of  the  year  1885,  as  amended  by  chapter  302  of  the  Acts 
of  the  year  1890,  or  by  other  provisions  of  law ;  but  if,  no 
objection  being  raised,  such  a  petition  is  referred  to  a  committee 
without  such  required  notice,  the  committee  shall  forthwith 
report  reference  to  the  next  General  Court,  setting  forth  as  the 
reason  for  such  report  failure  to  give  the  required  notice,  unless 
evidence  satisfactory  to  the  committee  is  produced  that  all  par- 
ties interested  have  in  writing  waived  notice.     In  case  a  bill  or 
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resolve  is  reported  by  a  committee  apon  Buch  a  petition  after 
proof  of  such  waiver  of  notice,  this  fact  shall  be  set  forth  in  the 
report  of  the  committee.

17.  All  papers,  while  on  their  passage  between  the  two 
branches,  may  be  nnder  the  signature  of  the  respective  Clerks, 
except  bills  and  resolves  in  their  last  stage.  Messages  may  be 
sent  by  such  persons  as  each  branch  may  direct. 

18.  After  bills  have  passed  both  branches  to  be  engrossed, 
they  shall  be  in  the  charge  of  the  Clerks  of  the  two  branches, 
who  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth, to  be  engrossed  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law ;  and 
when  engrossed  the  said  Clerks  shall  forthwith  deliver  the  same 
to  the  committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives  on  Engrossed 
Bills;  and  when  the  same  have  passed  to  be  enacted  in  that 
House,  they  shall,  in  like  manner,  be  delivered  to  the  committee 
of  the  Senate  on  Engrossed  Bills. 

19.  If  any  petition,  memorial,  bill,  resolve  or  order,  pre- 
sented or  originating  in  one  branch,  is  adversely  acted  upon  in 
the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given,  nnder  the  signature  of 
the  Clerk,  to  the  branch  in  which  the  same  originated. 

20.  The  Clerk  of  the  branch  in  which  a  bill  originated  shall 
make  an  endorsement  thereon,  certifying  in  which  branch  the 
same  originated,  which  endorsement  shall  be  entered  on  the 
journals  by  the  Clerks  respectively.    [Amended  Jan.  28, 1889.] 

Printing  and  Distribution  of  Documents. 

21.  The  committee  on  Printing  may  make  regulations  for 
the  distribution  of  all  documents  printed  or  assigned  for  the 
use  of  the  Legislature  not  otherwise  disposed  of,  and  such  reg- 
ulations shall  be  reported  to  and  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the 
two  branches. 

Under  the  general  order  to  print  a  report,  bill  or  other  docu- 
ment, the  number  printed  shall  be  nine  hundred. 

Leave  to  repoft  in  print  shall  not  be  construed  to  authorize 
the  printing  of  extended  reports  of  evidence. 

Bills,  reports  and  other  documents,  printed  under  the  general 
order  of  either  branch,  shall  be  distributed  as  follows,  to  wit : 
—  two  copies  to  each  member  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep-

resentatives  (to  be  placed  on  his  file  ander  the  direction  of  the 
Sergeant-at-Arms,  if  desired  by  the  member)  ;  three  copies  to 
each  Clerk  in  either  branch,  and  three  copies  to  each  reporter 
in  regular  attendance,  to  whom  a  seat  has  been  assigned  is 
either  branch ;  twenty  copies  to  the  Execative ;  twenty  copies 
to  the  Secretary's  office ;  six  copies  to  the  State  Library ;  ooe 
copy  to  each  Public  Library  in  the  Commonwealth,  which  shall 
make  due  application  therefor  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  and 
shall  make  proper  provision  for  the  transmission  and  preserva- 
tion thereof ;  and,  when  the  document  is  the  report  of  a  oom- 
mittee,  ten  copies  shall  be  assigned  to  the  committee  making 
the  report.

OonstitiUional  Amendments. 

23.  All  resolves  proposing  amendments  to'  the  ConsUtutaoo 
shall  have  three  several  readings  in  each  branch,  and  the  ques- 
tion upon  agreeing  to  an  amendment  to  the  Constitation  shall 
be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays.

Joint  Conventions. 

24.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall  preside  in  Conventions 
of  the  two  branches,  and  such  Conventions  shall  be  holden  in 
the  Representatives'  Chamber;  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall 
be  Clerk  of  the  Convention,  and  a  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Convention  shall  be  entered  at  large  on  the  journals  of 
both  branches. 

25.  When  an  agreement  has  been  made  by  the  two  braocbes 
to  go  into  Convention,  such  agreement  shall  not  be  altered  or 
annulled,  except  by  concurrent  vote. 

26.  No  business  shall  be  entered  on,  in  Convention,  other 
than  that  which  may  be  agreed  on  before  the  Convention  is 
formed. 
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Joint  Elections. 

27.  In  all  elections  by  joint  ballot  a  time  shall  be  assigned 
therefor  at  least  one  day  previous  to  snch  election. 

Elections  of  United  States  SencUors, 

28.  The  joint  assembly  required  to  be  held  by  the  statutes 
of  the  United  States,  relating  to  the  elections  for  Senators  in 
Congress,  shall  be  deemed  a  Convention  of  the  two  branches, 
and  the  proceedings  therein  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  said  statutes.  The  President  of  the  Convention 
shall  receive  no  motion  on  any  day  until  one  vote  for  Senator 
has  been  taken.  After  one  vote  for  Senator  has  been  taken, 
no  motion  shall  be  in  order  except  a  motion  to  adjourn,  for  a 
recess,  or  to  proceed  to  vote  for  Senator ;  and  these  motions 
shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  of  their  arrangement,  and 
shall  be  decided  without  debate.  If  a  motion  is  made  for  a 
recess,  and  different  times  are  proposed,  the  question  shall  first 
be  taken  on  the  most  remote  time ;  and  the  time  shall  be  deter- 
mined, but  without  debate,  before  the  question  is  put  upon 
taking  the  recess.  On  either  of  the  questions  permitted  by 
this  role,  the  sense  of  the  Convention  shall  be  taken  by  yeas 
and  nays,  whenever  required  by  one-fifth  of  the  members  pres- 
ent. When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  taken,  the  roll  of  the  Con- 
vention shall  be  called  in  alphabetical  order ;  and  no  member 
shall  be  allowed  to  vote  who  was  not  on  the  floor  when  his  name 
was  called  or  before  the  roll-call  was  finished.  The  call  for 
the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

29.  Any  joint  rule,  except  the  twelfth  and  thirteenth,  may 
be  altered,  suspended,  or  rescinded,  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  in  each  branch  consenting  thereto.
